THE GENERAL Wisconsin fishing sea- 


son opened last weekend, and reports 
from that state's Department of Natural 
Resources indicate that the trout and 
walleye fishermen were the most suc- 
cessful. 


Among the bigger fish caught were a 


24-inch brown trout in Grant county, and 
a 14# pound musky in Dunn County, and 
several 10 pound northern pike in Lang- 
lade County. 


The southern district of Wisconsin, 


which includes all of the counties con- 
tiguous to the Illinois State line, was 
among the most productive area for 
trout fishermen. The opening weekend 
included limits of brook, brown, and 
rainbow common throughout the district. 
A mvinch brown was taken out of Apple 
Branch, Lafayette County, and 3M* pound 
brook from Williams (Rewey) Creek in 
Iowa County. Grant County's Black 
Earth Creek, Crooked Creek, Big and 
Little Green Rivers were brown trout 
fishermen's paradise, however. 


Largemouth bass fishing was good on 


Blackhawk Lake, 'and a 30-inch northern 
was caught in Stewart Lake near Mt. Ho- 
reb. 


In Iowa County, there were several 


limits of brown trout reported with the 
fish ranging in the 14 to 15 inch bracket. 
The best brown catches came from Mill 
Creek. Trout fishing is also pretty good 
on Cox Hollow and Birch lakes, but no 
large fish were taken. The best bait in all 
the waters mentioned, except for the an- 
gler who can expertly handle an' arti- 
ficial muddler, is a nite crawler. 


Still in Iowa County and the general 


Bodgcville area of Wisconsin, large- 
mouth bass fishing is fair on Twin Valley 
Lake and some northern pike are being 
taken there. Bluegills arc beginning to 
rise to poppers on Cox Hollow. In Lafa- 
yette County, the revived Yellowstone 
Luke is producing good catches of large 
blitegills. many a half-pound and larger. 
Bass are also hitting, with a 6 pounder 
among those reported early In the week- 
end, 


In the rest of the lower districts of Wis- 


consin: walleye fishing was just fair on 
Lower Nemahbin Lake and Pike Lake, 
but it was very good on Lake Geneva. 
The best lures weren't lures at all, but a 
nite crawler on a Lindy Rig, either cast 
or back-trolled 


Largomouth bass were taken on Big 


and Little Cedar Lakes, in Washington 
County, the Lmiderdale chain. Camp 
Lake and Upper and Lower Nemahbin. 
Panfishing was good to fair, as was. 
northern fishing in the same waters. 


And white bass are beginning to hit at 


the Wilmot dam in Kenosha County. 


Further news for the fishermen who 


enjoy getting in on the big white bass run 
in Wisconsin's Wolf and Fox rivers: It is 
expected to peak this week, so fishing 
will still be excellent over the weekend. 


Fair catches of white bass were being 


taken early this week, but the rivers 
were both still fairly high. Good bets for 
a weekend trip would be anywhere in the 
Fremont, Orihula, or the Wlnnebago 
area, where the Fond Du Lac River, the 
Wolf and the Fox Rivers will all be hold- 
Ing the white bass.

Sauger fishing is also excellent this 


time of the year on the north end of Win- 
nebago. Winnebago is also still good for 
white bass and walleyes. 


Fair,to good catches of white bass are 


being taken on the Wolf River in the 
Wautoma area with the best catches at 
Orihula. The sloughs along the Wolf Riv- 
er are also producing black bass and 
northerns. 


A little further north, in the Antigo 


area, quite,a few limits of trout were 
taken on the Eau Claire and Hunting 
Rivers in Langlade County, with live bait 
the best. Walleyes were hitting on.Roll- 
ing Stone and Otter Lakes, and large 
pike, several up to 10 pounds, were 
caught out of Rolling Stone. Again, live 
bait did it. 


Water levels were above normal in the 


Wisconsin Rapids area, but the Castle 
Rock ditch in Adams County produced 
several limit catches of brown trout. 
Walleyes were active In the Castle Rock 
flowage; particularly near the dam and 
In ditches 4, 5 and 6 in Portage County. 
Trout and walleyes also came out of the 
Petenwell dldtch In Juneau County. 


Water conditions are still high in the 


Woodruff area, but fishing, as it always 
is, was good throughout the area. Quite a 
few walleyes were'taken on the Wiscon- 
sin River, the Willow flowage and the 
Rainbow flowage in Oneida County. Wall- 
eyes were also taken out of Lake Toma- 
hawk in the Minocqua chain. 


In my favorite, Vilas.County, all the 


"good" spots were good again: Big St. 
Germain, Little St. Germain and Big and 
Little Arbor Vitae Lakes all produced 
limit walleye catches. 


Joe Schillinger, a guide who fishes out 


of Bo Popov's Fishing. Headquarters in 
Woodruff, took muskies for his clients on 
both the Tomahawk and the Wisconsin 


¥ 
Rivers. 


Lake Michigan, meanwhile, was an an- 


gler's dream;, producing fish for boaters 
and shoreline fishermen alike. 


Limits of trout were taken at Krohns 


Lake and West Alaska Lake in Kewaunee 
County; the Pigeon River was producing 
rainbows. The Two Rivers waters were 
producing lake trout and some rainbows 
at the mouth of the Little Manitowoc and 
Molash Rivers. 


In Door County, trolling is the best 


method of catching brook, brown and 
rainbow trout* with the best spots around 
Egg Harbor, Fish Creek, .Eagle Harbor, 
Alison Bay, Baileys Harbor and Sturgeon 
Bay. Lake trout are right on the bottom 
in 130 to 170 feet of water in the Door 
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County area. 


Coho and Chinook fishermen are find- 


ing the going good, but slow still this 
year, all along the Wisconsin-Illinois 
shoreline. Although the hard working 
fishermen can still come home with at 
least a fish or two, the "really big ones" 
have yet to show up in any numbers. 


The best bet is to follow the action and 


join the boats who are gathered in a par- 
ticular spot taking fish. This is generally 
to be found in 50 to 60 feet of water al- 
most due east of the Commonwealth Edi- 
son generating station in Waukegan, 
about three to four miles out. 


The troilers are catching fish on lures 


trolled at 8 to 15 feet on Rapalas, Tadpp- 
lys, Spoonplugs, Dardevles and big 
Mepps spinners.

Vitamins serve as catalysts, making 


possible many of the body's basic meta- 
bolic functions. They enable the body to 
utilize other nutrients properly. Because 
bhey are catalysts, vitamins are needed 
in much smaller quantities than the tis- 
sue-building and energy-producing nutri- 
ents, such as proteins, fats and carbohy- 
drates.

Moves On

Queen of the Rosary Catholic School in 


Elk Grove Village will say goodby to the 
last of its "founding teachers" this June 
when fourth grade teacher Marilyn 
Abear retires and moves to Florida. 


Mrs. Abear said last week she remem- 


bers when the school consisted of 12 


-L 
classrooms, nine teachers and 350 stu- 
dents back in the beginning in 1960. 


"Construction was still going on when 


we first moved in," she said. "There was 
no pavement, and our biggest problem 
was the sea of mud that surrounded the 
school." 


Mrs. Abear said she had never in- 


tended to teach at the school but was 
drafted by the Rev. J. Ward Morrison 
during church one day. 


"Father Morrison pointed at me and 


told the school principal, "This is the 
teacher I want'," she said. "The school 
needed a first grade teacher and my ex- 
perience was mostly in high school, but I 
couldn't say no before the whole congre- 
gation." 


"I TOOK THE teaching position with 


the intention of filling in until a per- 
manent teacher was found," she said. 
"But a substitute never materialized, 
and I stayed." 


Mrs. Abear taught first grade for five 


years before moving to the fourth grade 
where she now teaches mathematics, 
reading and music. 


"I found the first grade the most diffi- 


cult grade to teach because the children 
come in with no prior formal learning 
experiences," she said. 
-, "It's the tittle things I want to remem- 
ber the most about those years," she 
said, "Like the time the first graders de- 
cided to have a rhythm band with pots 
and Jpans, and we wer thrown put of 
school for making 'too much noise. We 
took our , instruments outside and pa- 
raded up and down the vacant lots that 
were abundant back then." 


"Another time one of the children 


brought a baby bird to school. It looked 
hungry so we all went down, to the creek 
to "dig for worms for our new arrival," 
she said. 
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MRS. ABEAR said she enjoyed the 


freedom to be creative that she found at 
Rosary School. 


"I am a very creative person, and un- 


less I can think up new ideas to give 
each class, I get bored," she said. 
"When I have nothing more to give the 
children, as I felt when I switched from 
first to fourth grade, I become stale and 
the children get bored." 


Mrs. Abear has been thinking up new 


ideas for her students for 27 years, ex* 
cept for a break when she and her hus- 
band moved from Michigan to Elk Grove 
Village. 


"I started teaching in a one-room coun- 


try school in 1939 in Greenfield, Wis.," 
she said. "It had 23 students, a creaky 
merry-go-round on the playground and 
an outhouse." 


FROM THERE she taught high school 


at several schools in Michigan. "I didn't 
like teaching in high school, and because 
of my experiences there, I didn't plan tb 
teach again until I came to Queen of the 
Rosary School." 


Mrs. Abear said she is now moving to 


Florida because her husband has retired 
and they have bought a bouse in Holiday, 
Fla., near Clearwater, two blocks away 
from the Gulf of Mexico.

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Seven Park Districts Back Area Bicycle Route

Representatives of park districts in 


seven Northwest suburbs have expressed 
enthusiasm about an area-wide bicycle 
route and have agreed to work together 
to set one up. 


A regional bike route mapped by the 


Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion and the Council of Governments of 
Cook County was endorsed at a meeting 
of the park district officials Friday in 
Arlington Heights. 


Represented at the meeting were Ar- 


lington Heights, Des Plaines, Elk Grove 
Village, Mount Prospect, Palatine, Roll- 
ing Meadows and Wheeling. 


Roger A. Bjorvik of Palatine, attorney 


for the Palatine Park District and vice 
chairman of the county governmental 
council, said the route would connect 
communities, allowing bicyclists safe 
and clearly marked paths to such recrea- 
tional areas as Busse Woods, Deer Grove 
Forest Preserve and the Des Plaines 
River. 


He indicated the purpose of the bike 


path is twofold: transportational and rec- 
reational.

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PART OF THE path would probably 


utilize Commonwealth Edison Co., North- 
ern Illinois Gas Co., and Cook County 
Forest Preserve District rights-of-way, 
and part would consist simply of identi- 
fiable bike trail signs along roadways, he 
said. 


Bjorvik said he was unable to estimate 


the cost of an area-wide project because 


it depends upon how much land has to be 
acquired and the terms of the agree- 
ments. 


He said there is a "very strong" likeli- 


hood that federal or state funds could be 
obtained, "especially because the com- 
munities are 'cooperating together to pre- 
pare a regional plan."

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Consumer Must Help In Crackdown; Scott 
Beware That

Consumers play a major role in the 


effort to stamp out deceptive out-of-state 
land sales practices. That's the opinion 
of Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott. 


Coming out of a hearing held this 


spring by the attorney general's con- 
sumer fraud division ore a handful of 
recommendations for stepped-up regu-

see the property report or 
cancel any signed contract 
within 48 hours . . . 


lation of out-of-state land sales. Yet the 
consumer is the backbone of the effort to 
curb hard-sell campaigns laced with mis- 
representation. 


Land companies selling out-of-state 


property to Illinois residents must be 
registered with the Illinois Department 
of Registration and Education, according 
to one of Scott's assistants. Yet all too 
often the attorney general's consumer 
fraud division finds that buyers are suck- 
ered by fraudulent land promoters be- 
cause they failed to check with the de- 
partment for confirmation that the com- 
pany can legitimately do business in this 
state. 


UNDEB THE Illinois Land Sales Act, a 


buyer must be furnished with a copy of a 
property report filed by the land devel- 
oper at least 48 hours before he signs a 
binding contract. According to Scott's as- 
sistant, many buyers purchase out-of- 
state land, sight unseen, at promotional 
dinners or other promotional affairs. 
They may not be aware of their right to 
see the property report, or their right to 
cancel any signed contract within 48 
hours if they did not receive the report 
according to the law. 


The property report filed with the De- 


partment of Registration and Education 
describes the exact location of an out-of- 
state project, the route to the subdivi- 
sion, any nearby shopping or trans- 
portation facilities and zoning. It should 
tell whether the land is covered by water 
at any time during the year. The entire 
subdivision plan is included as well as a 
description of utilities or amenities to be 
installed. 


Will the tracts of land be accessible by 


conventional automobile? Will it be 


t 
• 


marked so the prospective .purchaser can 
locate the site? Is there a refund privi- 
lege? These questions also are included 
in the property statement. 


A section in the report on mortgages 


includes a query on any provision for re- 
lease from encumbrance of a blanket 
mortgage upon completion of payments. 
Buyers should read this section carefully 
to determine whether a buyer actually 
gains full title to his land when he finish- 
es paying for it. 


Insist on getting a copy of the property 


report, advises Scott's assistant. The de- 
veloper is required by law to furnish the 
report, confirmed by a state inspector. 
Then the buyer must carefully read the 
statement. The consumer fraud division 
finds that some buyers of out-of-state 
land fail to read the report. They are 
rudely surprised to find later that there 
is no access to their property or that no 
running water is available at their new 
homesite. .

Urban Development (HUD). A property 
report similar to a securities prospectus 
must be presented to all prospective buy- 
ers before the sale, whether the sale is in 
his home state or out of state, according 
to HUD regulations. 


Authorized under the Title XIV of the 


Housing and Urban Development Act of 
1968 — the Interstate Land Sales Full 
Disclosure Act, this program of con- 
sumer protection is designed to give a 
full and fair disclosure of facts. HUD 
warns that "if the buyer ignores or fails 
to read and understand the property re- 
port, the consumer protection aspects of 
the law are virtually negated." 


Eager out-of-state buyers who have not 


inspected the property are gobbling up 
land offers. But HUD's office of Inter- 
state Land Sales Registration advises 
buyers not to casually sign on the dotted 


line for low monthly payments on a dis- 
tant land development without checking 
the property report. 


Half-truths rather than outright mis- 


representation are usually the trademark 
of the relatively few fraudulent land de- 
velopers, according to 'the federal agen- 
cy. For example, "readily accessible" 
could mean that the site of your future 
retirement home can be reached only via 
helicopter or footpath. A development 
billed as "10 miles from Rainbow City"

could neglect to mention that those .10 
miles cpntain an impassable swamp. 


THE CONSUMER fraud division post- 


ed additional complaints registered by Il- 
linois consumers in the hearing on inter- 
state! land sales. The failure of land sales 
firms to counsel buyers on the difficulty 
of resale of the property, should the need 
arise, was a common problem. Scott 
plans to come up with additional guide- 
lines for the Department of Registration 
and Education within the next month, 
with the possible provision that buyers 
should'be notified that the land developer 
does not guarantee the resale of proper- 
ty. 


Scott may also require that out-of-state 


land sales companies" doing business in 
Illinois be required to post a completion 
bond until the amenities planned for a 
development are finished., 


An additional licensing fee required of 


land firms could be set aside for use as a 
pool to reimburse Illinois buyers cheated 
in their purchase of out-of-state property 
in states where, a completion bond is not 
required. Consumers complained at the 
Illinois hearing that they were bilked of 
their investment when a land company 
failed to install amenities as promised or 
went bankrupt. 


Another problem cropping up is mis- 


representation in newspapers and other 
media. Advertisements don't always con- 
form to the property report, according to 
the consumer fraud division* Scott may 


seek legislation enabling a regulatory 
agency to check the accuracy of .out-of- 
state land advertisements. 


Land developers seeking to upgrade 


their industry image also offer words of 
caution to consumers. James Reed of 
Palatine, president of the Branigar Or- 
ganization, said the American Land De- 
velopment Association is formulating a 
code of ethics to police the ranks of land 
companies. A reputable land developer 
should solicit the business only of the in- 
formed buyer, according to ReecJ. His 
firm is marketing second home sites in 
Illinois, Wisconsin and Florida. Other 
leisure-oriented land developments are 
underway by the Medinah-based firm. 


ARE YOU ATTlftACTED by ad- 


vertisements contending that land values 
at a particular out-of-state development 
will skyrocket? True, costs are always 
going up, says Reed. But when you pur- 
chase a second homesite or recreational

property, buy it for today's enjoyment, 
he advises. "That's what it's all about, to 
invest and enjoy at the same time," 
Reed said. 


Go several steps farther than the ex- 


amination of a property report when 
you're in the market for out-of-state 
property, says Julius Jensen III. He is 
chief executive officer of the Boston- 
based Continental Investment Corp. The 
firm includes the American Land & 
Lakes Co., a developer of leisure home 
sites, among its subsidiaries. 


Jensen suggests that prospective buy- 


ers should talk to people who already 
own land in the development. "By all 
means, talk to owners who are trying to 
sell their, property privately and find out 
why — and whether they are taking a 
loss or will make a profit," Jensen said. 


Find out what construction methods 


are < forbidden in a land development, 
Jensen warns. "In this regard, find out 
whether mobile homes will be permitted; 
will camping be permitted; and do 
people have to cross your property to, 
reach a campsite or lake or pond. Some 
developers retain mineral rights — so, 
find out if these rights go with the prop- 
erty," said Jensen. 


The new American land rush is on by 


mail, according to Jensen. Lavish bro- 
chures addressed to "occupant," unwant- 
ed telephone calls, invitations to a "free" 
dinner and prizes awarded for letting a 
land salesman into your home could well 
be the prelude to a sales pitch for newly 
subdivided desert and wilderness areas.

spring legislative session, One would 
never know it by the vast workload still 
facing Illinois legislators. 


Appropriations bills almost without end 


remain on the calendar. They were sup- 
posed to have been one of the major 
items of business for the spring session. 


Now, however, they will have to be 


worked in around such controversial 


H 
items as aid to non public schools, ethics 
legislation, ratification of the women's 
rights amendment, tax bills, an antidraft 
resolution and a land reclamation bill by 
the Republican candidate for lieutenant 
governor. 


Also on the docket are two items that 


turned into hot potatoes/*suddenly last 
week — Gov, Richard B. Ogilvie's capi- 
tal development bonding program and 
House Speaker W. Robert Blair's $1 mil- 
lion program to improve the House 
chamber. 


THE BON0 program — sponsored by 


Blair — ran into trouble Wednesday in 
the House Appropriations 
Committee. 


There appeared' to be no serious opposi- 
tion.until Republicans called the bills un- 
expectedly. Extending the committee 
meeting several hours'beyond its dead- 
line, they rammed the.prograni through 
over strenuous Democratic protests. 


There remained little doubt, however, 


that Democrats will support the bills 
when they come to a final floor vote. But 
what effect the power-play tactic will 
have on' other legislation remains to be 
seen. 


Blair's House renovation bill, which in- 


cludes a bulletproof glass cage around 
the floor, mired down in the Senate after 
charges of kickbacks involving the archi- 
t e c t. Sen. G. William Horsley, 
R-Springfield, demanded the allegations 
be thoroughly probed before the bill 
passed the upper chamber and, on a test 
vote only 22 of the needed 30 "aye" votes 
were available.

Leisure time can be used for all sorts 


of hobby-type activities (hat are enter- 
taining and at the same time productive. 
Vocational education has done a lot to 
teach students skills that do not neces- 
sarily have to be applied to wage earn- 
ing. Although the vocational program is 
designed for non-college bound students, 
it can also aid, the college student by 
equipping him with auxiliary skills. 


Teaching innovations that encourage 


students to question and experiment are 
another move in the,right direction. A 
teacher that challenges his student's in- 
quisitivoness and creativity rather than 


acting as an oral textbook is teaching 
them to learn and produce on their own. 


THE SCHOOLS have failed, however, 


in classifying vocational education as 
non-college preparatory and extra-cur- 
ricular activities as fluff. Woodshop, 
band, sports — they may not be as essen- 
tial as math and English but they are a 
vital part of education. 


Educators make a mistake when they 


set academics up as an absolute end to 
the detriment of other programs. They 
have an obligation to turn out well- 
rounded individuals. To do this they need 
well-rounded programs.

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - This city 


of 180,000 has had mandatory busing to 
achieve racial balance for 20 months 
DOW, with teachers and administrators 
trying their best to make it work. 


So, as a checkpoint in the national con- 


troversy over busing — reaching up to 
the presidential level — Pasadena logi- 
cally would seem to have found the an- 
swer to whether busing succeeds or fails 
in its objectives. 


Such is not the case. 
Those who were vehemently opposed to 


busing when it was instituted under fed- 
eral court order here in September, 1970, 
say it is not working well. 


Those who backed it insist that, over- 


all, it has gone smoothly and has shown 
marked results in improving academic 
achievement for minority children with- 
out slowing the progress of those with 
advanced capabilities. 


Albert C. Lowe, president of the board 


of education, a furniture store owner of" 
Chinese descent, says that the greatest 
disappointment has,been getting the 
people of Pasadena behind the program. 


"I CAN UNDERSTANB their resis- 


tance/' he said. "It is illogical to take a 
child from his neighborhood across town 
to a school and transport another kid in 
the opposite direction. 


"But the point is — what is the alterna- 


tive? If we really believe in quality edu- 
cation for the greatest number and an 
opportunity for better human relations, 
what is the alternative? 


"If we are going to sit around and wait 


for new housing patterns to achieve de- 
segregation of whites and blacks, we will 
be sitting forever. People profess to be 
all for desegregation. It is something like 
being for motherhood. But when they 
come to grips with it, it's a different 
matter. 


The Pasadena busing plan encom- 


passes an area of 52 square miles in- 
cluding the communities of Aitadena and 
Sierra Madre. There are approximately 
90,000 students enrolled with a break- 
down of 50.3 per cent Caucasian, 35.5 
black, 10.3 Mexican-American. 


A little less than half are bused each 


day on 83 vehicles on routes whose long- 
est trip is 35 minutes. It costs $1 million 
a year. 


PASADENA, ONCE the poshest of the 


Los Angeles suburbs, has been getting a 
black influx for 10 years or more. The 
western sector, including the 
area 


around the Hose Bowl, is largely Negro. 
A middle slice is mixed and the eastern 
area is overwhelmingly white — and af- 
fluent. 


Pasadena High School, with more than 


4,000 students, had 81.6 per cent white 
students and 12.1 per cent black in the 


1969-70 school year. This school year the 
breakdown is 56.4 white, 30.7 black. 


The opponents of busing make these 


main points: 


—The sheer inconvenience to children 


of busing, removal from familiar settings 
and seperation from friends. 


— I n c i d e n t s of violence, extortion 


threats for money, beatings and harass- 
ment in washrooms. 


—Black students are not getting better 


educations and, in fact, are segregating 
themselves at white schools. Whitest with 
i 


higher skills are getting a poorer educa- 
tion. 


—Mandatory busing has resulted in a 


"white flight" with 1,495 students van- 
ishing from schools as whites put chil- 
dren in private schools or moved away. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF schools for 


the district is Ralph W. Hornbeck, who 
has thrown his energy and skill into 
making busing work. 


"I don't think there is the slightest 


question that more children are getting a 
better educational opportunity than they 
did before," he said. 


"It is simply impossible to produce the 


same kind of educational outcome in 
schools made up primarily of minorities 
and the poor. They go out of school onto 
welfare rolls, which is \ far more ex- 
pensive than busing. 


"It will take three to five years before 


research experts come up with signifi- 
cant information on student achieve- 
ment, but the vast majority of our teach- 
ers tell us this is the best year they have 
ever had." 


So far as violence is concerned, Horn- 


beck says the number of incidents re- 
ported this year is 50 per cent lower than 
1970-71 and lower than any time in the 
last six years. * 


Hombeck's remarks were borne out by 


visits to three Pasadena schools — Alta 
Loma Elementary School, Elliot Junior 
High School and Pasadena High School. 


At Alta Loma, whre the children range 


from age 10 to 13, blacks and whites min- 
gled on playgrounds, the sports,field and 
in corridors. At Elliot, the mix was less 
and at Pasadena High the blacks, whites, 
Mexican-Americans and even the white 
"hippies" stayed in their own groups out- 
side the classrooms. 


EUGENE LAMBERT, the principal at 


Pasadena High and himself a black, says 
busing overall is going well but concedes 
that the races are still markedly segre- 
gated by their own choice. 


"Last year I went up to a group of 


blacks and asked why they didn't go over 
and talk to the white kids," he said. 


"They said the white Jdds talked about 


skiing and scuba diving'and parties they 
had gone to over the weekend and they 
weren't1 interested in those things and 
hadn't been at the parties. They'talked 
about fixing old cars and their own par- 
ties. They just didn't have much in com- 
mon." 


Opposition to busing was such in 1970 


that a recall election was held in an at- 
tempt to remove school board members 
who had refused to appeal the federal 
court ruling. The anti-bus slate was de- 
feated by a tiny margin. 


One of those who ran on the recall tick- 


et was Mrs. Ralph R. (Kay) Rule, whose 
husband is mayor of Sierra Madre and 
who has been president of the Parent 
Teachers Association at the grade, junior 
high and high school levels.. 


Mrs. .Rule said she simply feels that 


the neighborhood school system is better 
for all concerned. 
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MRS. RULE, who worked for years 


with black parents and children on the 
west side of the city, also said she does 
not believe that educational improve- 
ment is being achieved — instead stan- 
dards are being geared to the lowest 
learner and she feels a far better system 
would-be to use busing money to improve 
the minority schools,

In many ways, Charles Waite Jr. 


is just another policeman, and in 
the best tradition of the men who 
protect us, he was just doing his 
job early last Friday morning. 


"Doing his job," however, for the 


23-year-old Arlington Heights po- 
liceman involved defying death as 
he futilely attempted to save the 
lives of two children. 


Responding to a fire call, Waite 


spotted the parents of twins Mark 
and Michael Fink at a second story 
window. They were shouting that 
the two boys were still in the burn- 
ing home. 


Waite repeatedly tried to enter 


the boys' bedroom, but was driven 
back by intense smoke and heat. 
Me was hospitalized at Northwest 
Community Hospital, but was re- 
leased Saturday. 


Doing his job. That's standard 


procedure in crises for policemen 
and firemen, 


Just two weeks ago, three young 


children died in a house fire in 
Hoffman Estates. By the time the 
firemen arrived, the house was al- 
ready engulfed in flames. Never- 
theless, four firefighters were in- 
jured in attempting to rescue the 
children. One of the firefighters, 
Lt. Jerome Danowski, 
suffered 


first and second degree burns in 
the blaze, 


These two incidents are not iso- 


lated examples of bravery in the 
line of duty. In a thousand different 
ways over the past few years in the 
Northwest suburbs, firemen and 
policemen have risked their lives 
to save, or attempt to save, human 
lives, 


There are dozens of men like 


Charles Waite and Jerome Dan- 
owski. They serve often without 


public acclaim and too often with 
public abuse and misunderstanding 
of their role. Yet, they are there 
when life and property is threat- 
ened. 


» 


And they do their job well. 


Beyond the 
brave men, of 


course, is the question of why such 
tragic fires occur. 


Perhaps some house fires cannot 


be prevented. But in most cases 
there are steps which can be taken 
to ease the threat of a fire, or, if a 
fire occurs, to make the firemen's 
job easier. 


One step is Operation Red Ball, 


in which red decals are placed on 
the windows of children or disabled 
persons. This allows firemen or:po- 
lice arriving at a burning house to 
go directly to a bedroom. Saving a 
few seconds may result in saving a 
human life. 


Another sensible step, if you are 


a parent, is to teach your children 
basic escape methods. A child, if 
confronted with fire and smoke, 
may attempt to leave the house as 
he normally would —, a move 
which could be a fatal mistake. 


There are, of course, many ways 


of preventing fires and parents 
should study them. Most involve 
common sense, such as banning 
explosive materials from the home 
and checking electrical wiring. 


For more complete information, 


check with your local fire depart- 
ment. They'll give you basic safety 
hints; they are as anxious as you 
are to prevent fires. 


As they've demonstrated in the 


past few months, our firemen and 
policemen are willing to Wsk their 
lives to save lives. They would 
first, however, like to save lives 
through prevention.

's 'Racism' 


The famed racial equality of the 


nation's 50th state is vastly over- 
rated.

du Plesslx Gray in a new book, 
"Hawaii; The Sugar-Coated For- 
tress/'' a comprehensive and criti- 
cal look at the island-chain state.

"Hawaii," says Mrs. Gray, "is a 
society whose racism tends to be 
obscured by the superficial racial 
equality and the relative power of 
some non-white groups — the 
wealthy Chinese, the politically 
dominant Japanese." 


As for the native Polynesians, 


because of their uncompetitive na- 
ture, they are kept at the bottom of 
the social heap. 


This is unfortunate, and perhaps 


even a tragedy for the Polyne- 
sians, whose disease and alcohol- 
devastated history after contact 
with the white man is sadly com- 
parable to that of the American In- 
dian. But what to do about it? 


Since all missionary efforts to in- 


culcate the easy-going Polynesians

I cannot under- 
stand how a reputable paper can take an 
apparent news release and publish it as 
news without any research into all of the 
differest aspects and authenticity of the 
facts. 


I would like to give you a few of the 


more important aspects of H.B. 2033. 


—This is not optometry's bill. It was 


conceived and submitted by fine profes- 
sional Women's Club of Illinois. 


—You quote a $13.5 million expense to 


the public. Suppose you figure the cost of 
about 1000 vision screeners with their 
salary per diem expenses. Their salary 
alone averages about $625 per month 
plus per diem expenses. H. B. 2113 would 
double the number of screeners to 2000. 


With the salary for nine months of 
$5,625,000, and per diem expenses of 500 
per day times 1000 times 180 equals 
$900,000. 


This is a very expensive screening pro- 


gram. If the number of screeners is 
doubled this would equal $13,050,000. If 
you add the cost of another 1000 screen- 
ing instruments ($240,000) and office 
space and staff to run it in Springfield 
($8,000 for rent) and $80,000 for staff you 
have a total of $13,298,000. 


This,is for aprogram which over refers 


some students and under refers many 
others. According to the Orinda study in 
California (physicians and ophthamolog- 
ists and optometrists working together) 
and other research studies the visual 
screening is about 50 per cent effective. 
The public must pay taxes for this pro- 
gram and then go pay the professional 
examination fees so they are paying 
twice.

When you include the taxes paid local- 


ly to provide special education teachers 
and programs because the visual screen- 
ing does not detect these visual prob- 
lems, you get another gross waste of tax 
payers' money. 


Federal research studies indicate that 


20 per cent of 1st graders, 30 per cent of 
2nd, and 40 per cent of 5th graders and 
50 per cent of 8th graders have visual 
difficulties which affect their learning 
abilities, then you have a gigantic in- 
justice to our youth. If 50 per cent of 
these are missed by present screening 
programs, I would say it is time to try 
something else. 


If you realize that 40 per cent of those 


in 5th grade today will be dropouts at 
high school senior age will approximate- 
ly 50 to 60 per cent of these are reading 
and learning disability individuals, I say 
the whole country and its youth are 
being .short changed. Another approach 
to the visual capabilities has to be tried. 


I 'am sure the medical society will 


agree there are sufficient ophthamolog- 
ists and optometrists in Cook County to 
fulfill demands of the influx of these chil- 
dren. According to Dr. Bakalis' office, 
there are 480,000 children outside of Cook 
County. There are 1925 optometrists and 
ophthamologists outside of Cook County 
according to the Department of Registra- 
tion and "Education. Since approximately 
one fourth of these are all ready under 
visual care of a professional and with 250 
working days in the year this would av- 
erage about 1.75 extra patients per man 
per day. 


There is no shortage of optometrists in 


Illinois at this time. There is a shortage 
(or is it maldistribution) of ophthamolog- 
ists, but if Loyola accepts about 400 out 
of 8,000 applications to medical school, 
does the medical society believe there is 
a shortage? 


We who support this bill are no't out to 


destroy the visual screening program, 
but to put it in its proper perspective. 
Since 80 per cent of the learning is vis- 
ual, I and anyone who analyzes the situ- 
ation must agree that the visual system 
'should be performing at maximum level 
of efficiency. When you consider tfhat the 
visual screeners receive three days of 
orientation (not training) I would say a 
professional exam three times in 12 
years is a must to insure adequate visual 
performance in the school environment.

NEW YORK (UP!) - The big question 


about Transpo 72, the huge and con- 
troversial show sponsored by the federal 
government and running through June 4 
at a site near Dulles Airport at Washing- 
ton, is not whether it will make money. 


According to William Bird, the Kaiser 


Industrie* executive in charge of Trans- 
po 72, the question is: Will it wake up 
American businessmen and public offi- 
cials to the global importance of the 
transportation equipment industry? 


"Particularly in aircraft products, 


dominance of the transportation equip- 
ment business .In the free world has been 
a keystone of the American economy 
since World War II," Bird said, "but we 
could lose our leadership/' 


Already, Bird said, the American 


share of the $500 million Latin-American 
aircraft products market has dwindled 
from 86 per cent in 1963 to 64 per cent 
last year. Bird said the Latin countries 
are a leading market for good used air- 
liners and cargo planes as well as for 
new aircraft. France and Britain are the 
rivals who have most cut in on U.S. 
dominance of that market. 


JAPAN AND THE Soviet Union also 


loom as formidable competitors. 


With planes like the Boeing 747 and the 


McDonnell Douglass DC10, the United 
States still retains its paramount position 
in big passenger and cargo liners. The 
apparent commercial failure of the Ang- 
lo-French supersonic Concorde could 
keep the Americans on top for some 
time. But the Russians could prove big 
competitors in this field in years to 


come. So could the British and French. 


"In the next 20 years, Europe alone 


probably will spend $500 billion on new 
aircraft and aircraft products," Bird 
said. 


"As matters stand, it is doubtful if the 


U.S. industry can hope for half that mar- 
ket. The big purpose of Transpo 72 is to 
arouse a determination by our industry 
and our government to get at least half 
that market in the years ahead." . 


Bird said many 'hundreds of thousands 


of jobs for Americans are at stake in this 
endeavor. 


Secondly, he said, Transpo 72 is aimed 


to spark the ultimate creation of a big 
market, both domestic and international, 
for innovative ground transportation — 
such things as the futuristic "people 
movers," small monorail or other radi- 
cal type local transit systems, being dis- 
played at the exposition. 


BIRD CONCEDED that these are apt 


to attract far more attention from sight- 
seers at the show than conventional aero- 
nautical hardware that they do not al- 
ready know, therefore the show is not 
likely to result in large instant sales like 
a genera] trade fair. 


It is significant that 51 foreign nations 


are sending representatives of their 
transport ministries to the show, Bird 
said. "They are interested in many areas 
of American transportation technology, 
particularly the use of the computer to 
control ground and air traffic and in our 
progress so far in controlling air pollu- 
tion caused by traffic." 


Transpo 72 also is forcing the foreign 


visitors to endure some record traffic 
jams to get to it.

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'Penny-Wise' Insurance Can 


by CARLTON SMITH 


Millions of dollars are being wasted an- 


nually, or misspent, on health insurance 
policies that, as one critic put it, '-'pro- 
vide about as much coverage as a size 10 
polka-dot bikini on a body with a 48 
waistline." 


Policies that offer — usually at tempt- 


ing lovrcost — to "fill in the gaps" or 
cover unreimbursed expenses have to be 
scrutinized carefully. While some such 
policies can be worthwhile, many either 
prove not to provide the coverage the 
buyer thought he was getting, or cover 
the wrong gaps. 


The "gap filler" is frequently'a misuse 


of insurance dollars because it buys pen- 
ny protection while leaving the policy 
owner exposed to uncovered expenses of 
hundreds or thousands of dollars. 


JOHN M.'s basic hospitalization cov- 


erage, for example, has a $50 deductible, 
and doesn't pay for such items as diag- 
nostic X-rays. He has a policy advertised 
which, for a few dollars a year, will plug 
those holes, and it seems like a sensible 
protection against out-of-pocket expenses 
he'd just as soon not pay.

A few months later, sure enough, he's 


in the hospital. And his supplementary 
policy, just as advertised, covers $160 
worth of these gaps. But after 60 days his 
basic coverage — he is now reminded — 
no longer pays his room charges, and a 
10-week stay in the hospital leaves him 
with $850 of his bill uncovered.

penses, while paying premiums on a

"gap filler/' is a classic case of being 
penny wise and pound foolish. What John 
M. needed, as supplementary coverage, 
was a major medical policy. 


THAT WAS a case of covering the 


wrong gaps. The other risk a buyer of 
supplementary policies must be aware of 
is that the policy simply may not pay off 
— for a number of reasons. 


One has to do with the "coordination of 


benefits" clause written into most basic 
policies, to prevent people from "in- 
vesting" in numerous policies and mak- 
ing money on a hospital stay. You're in 
the hospital two weeks, and your basic 
policy covers all but $40 of the bill. You 
have also a supplementary "$50-a-day" 
policy presumably good for $700 in bene- 
fits. Actually, it will cover only the $40 
you'rey short — probably less- than the 
premiums you've paid. 
; 


Supplementary policies may not pay 


for other reasons found in the fine print, 
one of the most common being the ex- 
clusion of "pre-existing conditions." 
Many "bargain" policies won't pay ben- 
efits for two years if you're hospitalized 
in connection with a condition that exist-

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ed previously, even one you weren't 
aware of. 
. 
TWO PRECAUTIONS will generally 


enable you to avoid wasting money on 
supplementary policies that do little for 
you, or do the wrong thing. 


First, make certain you know exactly 


what your basic medical-hospital cov- 
erage is. Read your.policy or policies 
carefully, and get a clear pictured what 
your benefits are, when they begin, how 
long they continue. Determine whether 
there are any potential large uncovered 
expenses — for extended hospital stays 
or special care — that could be financial- 
ly damaging. 


Secondly, give the same careful study 


to any supplementary policy you're con- 
sidering. Consider how it relates to your 
gaps, or uncovered expenses. Pay par-, 
ticular attention to waiting periods, re- 
strictions and exclusions. 


Insist on being provided with a sample 


policy for study. When a company de- 
clines to provide you with one, just as- 
sume there's something in the fine print 
they don't want you to know.

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WASHINGTON (UPI) - Some critics 


of the new Soviet-American strategic 
arms limitation treaty SALT are saying 
the pact has serious shortcomings. 


That opinion is shared by Dr. Sidney 


Concaver, an internationally known au- 
thority on holes in the ground. 


''There is no doubt the Soviets have a 


big lead in digging craters for missile 
installations/' Concaver told me. "It 
would take us several years to catch up 
with them, pit-wise." 


"Are you saying the United States has 


become the victim of an excavation gap? 


"Exactly!" Concaver replied. "They 


have badly outshafted us in recent 


months," 


He cited last week's warning by Sen. 


Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., that the'So- 
viets were preparing to deploy ballistic 
. missiles 25 times more powerful than 
any U.S. missiles. 


JACKSON BASED his statement on 25 


holes the Soviets have dug in the past 
year. He said the size of the holes in- 
dicated the Missiles to be placed in them 
could be at least 50 megatons. 


I said, "It seems to me that this fur- 


ther points up the need for a treaty like 
the one President Nixon negotiated in 
Moscow. The agreement bans the build- 
ing of more launching silos."

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Vet Home Finance Available 


Veterans of World War It who never 


exercised their rights to a government- 
guaranteed loan for the purchase of a 
home still may qualify for this benefit, 
according to the Illinois State Bar Asso- 
ciation (ISBA) Veterans of the Korean 
War and Vietnam conflicts also are eli- 
gible for the loan guarantee. 


The ISBA said that in the case of 


World War n veterans, rights to a Veter- 
ans Administration guaranteed loan once 
were terminated but now have been 
reinstated. The VA will accept appli- 
cations from World War II (and Korean 
War) veterans who meet the service re- 
quirement of 90 days consecutive active 
duty and who did not previously use this 
benefit. Post-Korean War veterans must 
serve 181 consecutive days of active duty 
to qualify. 


The ISBA said the procedure for ob- 


taining a VA loan guarantee usually is aa 
follows: 


1. The veteran contracts to buy a 


house, condominium apartment or sim- 
ilar residential unit. The ISBA noted an 
agreement to purchase when signed by 
the buyer becomes a binding legal con- 
tract and, for this reason, it is advisable 
to consult an attorney before signing 
such a document. Among other things, 
the contract should contain a clause that 
releases the buyer from the agreement 
and provides for the return of any ear- 
nest money if the buyer is unable to ob- 
tain the expected financing. 


2—Once the veteran 'has a contract 


signed by himself and the seller, he 
makes arrangements for financing by a 
mortgage company, such as a savings 
and loan firm, bank or other lender. The 
present interest rate for a VA-guaran- 
teed loan is 7 per cent. In many cases, 
eligible veterans are able to obtain-.100 
per cent financing, depending on income. 


a^The mortgage lender will notify the 


Veterans Administration of the location 
of the property so that arrangements 


may be made for an appraisal. The ap- 
praiser inspects the property to deter- 
mine its current reasonable value. This 
appraisal is completed and returned to 
the VA within 5 days. Meanwhile, the 
lender prepares a credit report on the 
buyer. 


4—The appraisal and credit informa- 


tion is reviewed by the VA and if all is in 
order, the VA will issue a commitment to 
guarantee the loan in about 10 days.

Canyon instead." "ShshEhh! That's sup- 
posed to be a military secret."

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July Draft Numbers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Men with lot- 


tery numbers 30 to 50 will be called up 
beginning in July, the Selective Service 
System reports. 


The draft quota for July will be 7,200 


men, a figure which draft officials said 
wouid rise to 9,000 in August. The calls 
for the rest of the year after August will 
average about 8,800 per month in order

The council offers these maintenance 


and safety tips to drivers preparing for 
summer vacation trips or, traditionally, 
just more time on the open road: 


—Make sure you have enough tread on 


your tires to last on long trips. If you're 
near the minimum safe tread depth of 
1/16 inch in two or more grooves you 
may want to make replacements before 
you take off for isolated areas. 


—If you buy any new tires remember 


the law requires the seller to register 
them if they were made after May 22, 
1971. In the unlikely event a recall is nec- 
essary because of possible safety defects 
t h e 
manufacturer 
will notify you 


directly. 


—Check for proper inflation when tires 


are "cold," before starting out. Follow 
the car manufacturer's recommenda- 


tions in your owner's manual, or posted 
in the glove compartment or affixed to a 
door pillar. Add up to four pounds of air 
per tire for long periods of highway driv- 
ing at high speeds, but never exceed the 
maximum pounds per square inch (ex- 
ample: 32 p.s.i. maxO marked on the 
SidewaHs. 


—Use your own air pressure gauge if 


possible. Studies have shown station air 
towers are often inaccurate up to plus or 
minus 4 pounds per square inch. 


—Vacation trips often mean heavy 


loads. Make sure the weight is dis- 
tributed as evenly as possible, including 
weight in any towed vehicle. Check'your 
owner's manual or a tire dealer for the 
maximum load limits of your tires. 


—Driving on snow tires for any pro- 


longed period in warm weather is poor 
economy; Abnormally high heat buildup 
in these thicker tires can wear down ttje 
tread faster than in regular.tires. It may 
also cause,sudden disablement.

NEW York — Consider the flea. If you 


have a dog or cat, you probably already 
have. 


The flea is a pest, a parasite, a blood- 


sucker. It is a circus performer, mass 
murderer and a tormcnter of animals. 


More simply, thought the flea is an in- 


sect, and a tiny one at that. 


Ctcnocephalides canis is the dog flea, 


ctenccephalides felis is the cat flea, and 
so on down the line through almost every 
mammal. Each has a flea of his own. 


Many of the fleas are named for the 


kind of animals upon which they were 
first found.Thus the cat flea is not found 
exclusively on cats, in fact they are 
probably most common on dogs. Human 
fleas, too, are becoming increasingly 
common on dogs, according to one of the

world's foremost authorities on tihe flea, 
Dr. GroverCloyd. 


Indeed, while fleas most commonly 


make pests of themselves'on family peter 
they can bother the family, too. "Fleas 
that might get on people produce irrita- 
tion due to frequent bites and allergic 
rashes can occur. Flea bites are often 
mistaken for chiggers or mosquitos," 
says Dr. Cloyd, director of veterinary 
. medicine for the A. H. Robins Co. 


ON DOGS AND CATS fleas can cause 


more'problems; they are highly irritat- 
ing, the itching may induce self-mutila- 
tion by the animal, allergic rashes can 
occur and fleas carry diseases such as 
the dog and cat tapeworm. 


In fact, the bubonic plague, or Black 


Death, rampant in Europe for three cen- 
turies — killing hundreds of thousands of

people — was caused by fleas. The roof 
rats, then predominant 
in. Europe, 


roamed the atticks and roofs. When the 
rats died their fleas sought meals of 
blood and jumped to people, thus spread- 
ing the disease from the dead rats. 


Fleas, which neither walk nor fly/but 


jump, spend only a very short time on 
their host animal, hopping on about 10 
per cent of ihe time to copulate and 
snatch a free meal of nourishing blood. If 
the family goes on vacation, and the 
family dog is boarded for a few weeks,' 
many fleas are bolind to be hanging out 
in the rug, getting hungrier by the day. 


WHEN THE FAMILY comes home the 


fleas will jump on the nearest living 
•thing for a feast. If ,that living thing is 
you, you have fleas. 


Flea populations tend to run in two- 


year cycles, Dr. Cloyd says, and since 
last year we had a moist, warm Indian 
summer — "great for fleas" — we're in 
for tots of flea bites this year. 


How can fleas be controlled? In the 


past it has always been a difficult task 
since they live both on and off the ani- 
mal, 


One early control method was to dip 


the affected animal into a mixture con- 
taining pine tar derivatives. This was 
highly irritating to the animal, *'but not 
too tough on the flea," Dr. Cloyd says. 


Then came the soaps, baths, powders 


and sprays. . 


"The trouble with these things was 


that there were rather fleeting in their 
effect. You had to apply them every few 
days. They didn't keep the pressure on 
the fleas," Dr. Cloyd says. 


In ofiher words, the Virginia veter- 


inarian adds, "If you want to starve a 
dog in the meathouse, you can't take the 
muzzle off overnight." 


Of course the entire house could be 


fumigated to eliminate fleas, but this is 
the hard way since dogs (and cats) — 
walking flea collectors that they are — 
will bring some more home. 


"The best way to do it," Dr. Cloyd 


says, "is to let the dog be his own ex- 
terminator." This is just what is accom- 
plished by the flea collar, which Dr. 
Cloyd helped to develop. 


The plastic collars, made by Robins 


Co., are impregnated with the pesticide 
DDVP, trademarked Vapona. It is the 
same chemical used in the controversial 
Shell No-Pest Strip, but the strip has 10 
times more gas generating power than 
the collars. 


FLEA COLLARS work so weD on dogs 


and cats because the fleas must have 
moisture to drink every day. They get this 
from the animal's mouth, nose or eyes, 
and they must get to tftese places via the 
neck, thus passing the collar which is 


DDVP is not a persistent pesticide, 


rather it is,easily broken up to harmless 
components in water. Kevin Shea, scien- 
tific director of the Committee for Envi- 
ronmental Information in St. Louis — 
whose "Environment" magazine blasted 
the No-Pest Strip a year or so ago — 
says the collars seem to be safe because 
of the tiny amounts of the pesticide they 
contain and the fact that the dog is al- 
ways in motion, keeping the vapors from 
building up. 


"Of all the ways to handle fleas this is 


as good as any," says Shea, himself a 
trained insect specialist. 


The major problem with flea collars 


would arise in the rare cases where a 
dog or child wfoo comes in contact with 
them is allergic to either the plastic or 
the DDVP, just as some people are aller- 
gic to hair spray or nail polish. If this is 
the case, of course, alternate flea con- 
trols must be used. 


One question that logically arises is 


why does it seem as if only domestic 
dogs and cats have flea problems? 


The answer is that in the wild, dogs, 


cats and other species seldom live in 
concentrated populations as they do in 
domestic situations. 


"WHEN MAN REMOVES an animal 


from its natural environment and im- 
poses upon it the artificial conditions of 
domestication, he also,inadvertently im- 
poses the opportunity for parasites, both 
external and internal, to attack this 
animal," Dr. Cloyd explaines. 


In nature, the flea <as a parasite joins 


other parasites in placing the burden 
upon booming canine and feline popu- 
lations and thus controlling populations 
through biological means. In the home, 
however, the flea is a nuisance we can 
do without.

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California 
TV Drives 
Cost Much

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A crippled 


World War II bomber crash-lands safely 
in Y u g o s l a v i a . It was George 
McGovern's — or at least that is the im- 
pression left with California television 
viewers. 


The scene is part of a carefully pro- 


duced half-hour commercial prepared by 
McGovera's presidential campaign or- 
ganization for a television advertising 
blitz in the final week before next Tues- 
day's California Democratic primary. 


The "biographical" film, produced by 


Charles Guggenheim of Washington, is 
one of two such 30-minute commercials 
put together especially for the California 
primary. The second is a question-and- 
answer session, man-in-the-street style. 


Both McGovern and his chief rival for 


the nomination, Sen. Hubert Humphrey, 
'have reserved expensive blocs of broad- 
cast time to help sway Democratic vot- 
ers. At stake are 271 convention dele- 
gates in the nation's biggest winner-take- 
all primary. 


Campaign aides to McGovern say the 


South Dakota senator intends to spend 
$463,000 for media advertising in Califor- 
nia, the sum major Democratic candi- 
dates have agreed not to exceed. 


Humphrey strategists report, mean- 


time, that he hoped to spend $325,000 for 
broadcast advertising and would like to 
put on a telethon if he can raise the mon- 
ey. His commercials pledge jobs for the 
unemployed. 


Earlier, both candidates considered 


splitting the cost of a series of televised 
debates at $15,000 per debate, but the 
three networks offered them free time on 
national shows and they accepted. 


The McGovern "biographical" adver- 


tisement, which draws heavily on film 
footage of the late President John F. 
Kennedy and Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, 
concludes with an appeal by actor Paul 
Newman for campaign contributions. 


During World War II, McGovern pi- 


loted B24 bombers in Europe and made a 
crash landing in Yugoslavia after an en- 
gine was disabled. He was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross. 


The crash scene is actual World War II 


film footage although the airplane is not 
the one McGovern piloted. Aides said 
they believed the film footage was ob- 
tained from film archives. 


School Environment 
Plan Being Written 


Superintendent of Public Instruction 


Michael J. Bakalis has appointed a citi- 
zens task force to write a state plan gov- 
erning environmental education in Illi- 
nois schools. 


Creation of the 30-member group, to be 


known officially as the Superintendent's 
Task Force on Environmental Education, 
is a Mowup to a series of hearings con- 
ducted earlier this year to obtain opin- 
ions from the general public. The plan- 
ning project is being supervised by the 
Environmental Education Unit in Bak- 
alis* office. 


The plan is expected to be complete by 


August and fully implemented by the 
1973-74 school year.

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Bob Lang talks about a "dropoff" the 


way Julia Child talks abut her chopping 
board, in fact the similarity between 
Lang the fishing expert and Child the 
French chef continues in other fields. 
Each speaks a language the inexpert can 
understand and learn from. And they 
both have nothing but disdain for mal- 
practice in their respective crafts. 
' 


Lang has finally found a way to do 


what most good anglers dream some day 
of doing . . . finding a way to make a 
living In the business of fishing. 


Bob Lang actually joined the ranks of 


the unemployed, a craft union to which 
most writers also aspire some three 
years ago when he began building and 
selling the now-famous and still-produc- 
tive Balder single-spin bass lure. 


The business eventually outgrew the 


kitchen of 'his InglesJde home and today 
it is housed in different quarters on the 
shore of Lake Marie, where Lang has 
established the Bob Lang Fishing Center. 


F i s h e r m e n apparently approve of 


Lang's philosophy, for they have made 
'his Fishing Center an unofficial "head- 
quarters" since its opening this spring. 
Part of the reason for this is the fact 
that Lang's team entry in the recent 
Sport Fishing Unlimited Tournament in 
early May finished several lengths in 
front of the second place team to draw 
the $1,000 first prize. 


Since Lang's team consisted of him- 


self, plus experts Harold Smiley, Joe 
Wascow ^nd Gene Wasserberg, visiting 
fishermen are thinking in the right direc- 
tion when they hang around Lang's for 
fish information . . . because Wascow, 
Smiley, and Wasserberg also hang 
around the place, - 


The fishing Center has the things that 


are important to the fisherman, of 
course, boat rentals ($3.75 per day ofr 
Starcraft 
14-footers), 
motor rentals, 


lures, fishing tackle, live bait and good 
food* And it also has the idea that the 
more you can teach your fisherman cus- 
tomer, the more often he'll return and 
become a better customer. 


In short, at the Fishing Center, the 


word is o u t . . . it is never a secret where 
the fish are, or what they are doing; nor 
is what other fishermen are doing to 
catch fish sacred information. Lang, his 
wile and offspring who help operate the 
place, are real "loose lips" when it 
comes to fishing information. 


For example, Lang quotes: In Lake 


Marie (where the Fishing Center is lo- 
cated), and in Channel and Catherine in 
the adjacent Chain of Lakes, the large 
mouth bass are just finishing up on the 
spawning beds and will be moving back 
into the deeper water in the coming 
week. Meanwhile, bass fishermen should 
be working the shorelines with small 
Raider spinner lures, plastic worms and 
live nite crawlers. 


In a week or so, the bass will be mov- 


ing back out to the drop-offs in 5 to 8 feet 
of water where you win be casting the 
same lures, except fishing them deeper 
... once you locate the drop-offs. 


Crappies in the Chain of Lakes are still 


biting, their favorite seems to be the 
"Yumtnie" jig, dressed with a minnow. 
The difference between the boats that 
are catching crappies and the ones that 
are simply minding bobbers is this: 
Make sure the minnow is lively and'keep 
him active by twitching the bobber, let 
the water calm as the hook swings, and 
then twitch it again. You won't get many 
fish just starting at the bobber. Weed 
worms on the tiny "Yuitunie" jig are 
also working well. * 


The crappies, like the bass, will likely 


be moving but to deeper, six to eight foot 
waters, in a week or so and will be a 
little more difficult to catch. 


The bluegills are moving into the 


shorelines, and as always, they are a 
sucker for a redworm, Just as it is with 
crappies, fish the hook about 18 to 24 
inches below the bobber and keep it ac- 
tive. And use a light three or four pound 


»leader. 


Northern Pike in the Chain of Lakes 


are just starting to pick up. The first an- 
glers to find them consistently have been 
the Spoonpluggers, trolling the number 
250 Spoonplug at five to seven feet, just 
ticking the underwater humps. Spoon- 
plugs are best in the green, yellow or 
plain yellow. (Copper on cloudy days.) 


Striper fishing is a little slow, and 


walleyes are spotty, but big when taken. 
Lang reported seeing three five pound 
walleyes this week alone and all three 
were taken on a trolled Lindy Rig with a 
live nite crawler in less than three feet of 
water (I don't know what they are doing 
there either, but they're there.) 


Thfe bad news of the Chain, of course, 


is that the carp are heavy in the shallows 
now and stirring up the beds. 


Lang's Fishing Center is open from 


dawn to dark during the week and is 
open from Friday mornings around the 
clock, 24 hours a day, over the weekends 
and holidays. 


Another innovation of the Bob Lang 


Fishing Center is the combination guide 
service and instruction trips. Lang said: 
"We take our customers on a one day 
fishing trip, but we aren't simply guides 
who take them to a hot-spot. We explain 
exactly what we're doing, where we're 
going and why. Our hope is that after 
one day in the Fleet Headquarters guide 
boat, the customer can catch fish strictly 
on his own, merely checking with us 
once in a while to find out what the latest 
information is.'1 


Lang also reported thai Spooning ex- 


pert Terry O'MaUey is available at the 
Ffehteg Center for Spoonplug structure 
ffohltf trip*.

free anytime and you simply pick up the 
phone and dial 395-0112. Or drop by for 
firsthand information and supplies. 


You reach Bob Lang's Fishing Center 


by driving on route 173 west of Antioch 
two miles . . . turn left (south) at Locust 
Avenue and follow the signs to the lake 
front.

vision offers entertainment shows more 
impressive than its news documentaries 
over a period as long as a year, you 
know it has been an off time for video's 
public affairs departments.

Immunization to meet school entrance 


requirements, tetanus shots, vaccina- 
tions, typhoid shots and inoculations sat- 
isfying foreign travel requirements all 
will be available free of charge in 
Schaumburg Township starting June 28. 


The services will be provided by an 


immunization clinic from 1 to 3 p.m. the 
fourth Wednesday of each month at St. 
Peter's Lutheran School, 208 E. Schaum- 
burg Rd.t Schaumburg, according to 
Mrs. Jean McClosky. She is chairman of 
the medical services phase of Commu- 
nity Life Program, a nonsectarian group 
of volunteers to aid persons in emergency 
need situations. 


Mrs. 
McClosky is coordinating the 


planning and direction of the clinic under 
the county's public health department, 
which will provide a county nurse to ad- 
minister the immunizations. 


Patients with adverse reactions to im- 


munizations likely will be referred to 
their own physicians. Otherwise >the clin- 
ic will be available for anyone, regard- 
less of income. Mrs. McClosky antici- 
pates 50 to 200 patent patients will use 
the clinic. 


Staff other than the county nurse 


amounts only to one person, a registrar, 
who will be a volunteer supplied by Com- 
munity Life. 


THE CLINIC, while the most imme- 


diate development of the medical phase 
of Community Life, is not the only ser- 


vice that will be provided, if all goes as 
planned. 


Volunteers now are working to estab- 


lish a dental care clinic that would ser- 
vice persons aged 16 or younger in pover- 
ty-level families. 


The dental clinic hopefully will open 


for business in the fail, although the vol- 
unteers still are seeking space to house it 
and are investigating various spurces of 
equipment. 


Cook County will supply a dentist, and 


dental-chairs and drills now being used 
at Cook County Hospital, but being re- 
placed with new equipment. The chairs 
and drills are 40 years old, said Mrs. 
McClosky. 


COMMUNITY LIFE is working with 


the League of Women Voters in Des 
Plaines to establish the clinic. Both will 
be supplied the dentist, medical supplies 
and chairs by the county, in return they 
must provide locations, hand tools and 
equipment valued at an estimated $3,000, 
and volunteer clerical help. 


To that end, the League of Women Vot- 


ers is writing letters to medical supply 
houses and other potential sources of 
gifts and donations, and Community Life 
is working on the space part of the prob- 
lem.

Community Life has approached area 


hospitals and William Rainey Harper 
College, and now is looking toward 
church basements as possible locations. 
Harper officials told Community Life 


they were not ready or able to become 
involved in such a program, said Mrs. 
McClosky. The hospitals apparently did 
not have the free space, she said. The 
clinics could be run from a church base- 
ment or school room, she believes, al- 
though the bulkier equipment would have 
to remain in the location during the days 
when the clinic was not being held.

Since the clinic would be county-spon- 


sored, patients would be accepted from 
outside the townships of the two civic 
groups assisting. But they would have to 
be receiving incomes at the poverty lev- 
el, or just above, she said. 


The volunteer organizatons still would 


provide unpaid workers as clerical help. 


ALSO TO BE established, and to be 


located in Des Plaines, is a prenatal clin 
ic. 'Still in the preliminary planning stage

As School Term Ends 
Salary Talks Continue

As the school term nears an end in 


Schaumburg Township School Dist. 54, 
teachers and administrators are still 
deep in salary contract talks. 


Gordon Thoren, district board of edu- 


cation member and spokesman for the 
board negotiating team, said he sees 
little hope for settlement before this 
school year is out. Last years negotia- 
tions were settled late in November. 


Both administrators and Schaumburg 


Education Association SEA spokesmen 
representing the district's 600 teachers 
began contract talks in late February. 
Thoren said the administration team has 
not yet considered all the articles in the 
51-page SEA contract proposal. 


He called the SEA proposal a canned 


package of the Illinois Education Associ- 
ation contract modified for this district. 


THOREN SAID the administrators 


team has agreed to several requests le- 
gitimately relating to salaries and teach- 
ing conditions. 


However, one of the boards concerns is 


that the SEA contract is attempting to 
take away the board's control; a respon- 
sibility the board of education is charged 
with by the residents who elected them 
to office, said Thoren, 


The proposed SEA salary schedule 


shows an increase of $550 in, starting 
salary. Thoren calls this a misleading 
figure since the proposed salary^hedule 
index is different. 


When the first contract packages were 


exchanged the district objected that the 
SEA was requesting in contract item- 
ization of points already covered in 
board policy manuals, control of curricu- 
lum and other things they considered the 
boards responsibility. 


THOREN SAID these objections are 


still held with the administration team 
insisting contract talks will be in relation 
to conditions and salary. 
Jay Hanson, 


SEA president-elect agreed with Tho- 
ren's prediction that contract talks will 
not be finished before school lets out. 


"We would like to meet more often 


perhaps starting at 1 p.m. and going into 
evening but Thoren's insistence that he 
be present at each meeting makes after- 
noon meetings impossible," said Hanson. 


Hanson added that the teams have ten- 


tatively agreed on a teacher evaluation 
procedure, educational, leaves and jury 
duty leave. Salaries have not been dis- 
cussed, he said. 


The next scheduled team meeting is 


set for today, with continued meetings 
about once a week, said Hanson.

The bill was drafted according to the 


guidelines of Richard Began, Hoffman 
Estates plan commission chairman who 
worked with State Rep. David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect, on its preparation. 
The bill was approved two weeks ago in 
the Illinois House, and had been slated 
for a Senate judiciary committee hearing 
last Wednesday. Senate sponsor of the 
bill is Sen. John Graham, R-Barrington. 


Prior to last week! 'Regan and repre-

Johnson of the FAA, and Dan Smith, 
flight safety coordinator for the Illinois 
Department of Aeronautics testified dur- 
ing the first 'day of the trial which is con- 
tinuing today in the Chicago Civic Cen- 
ter.

THE SUIT CENTERS around charges 


the airport extended the NNW-SSE run- 
way beyond a 5,000-feet limit imposed in 
a special use permit issued by the Cook 
County Board. 


The suit charges that in order to 


lengthen the runway a public hearing be- 
fore the county zoning board is required. 


Another, point of contention is the 


weight of planes the airport runway is 
designed to support. 


In Judge Nathan M. Cohen's courtroom 


yesterday, testimony revealed while 
there is more than 5,000 feet of paving, 
the actual usable runway length is below 
the minimum. 


Dan Smith told the court the Illinois 


Airport -Directory issued to all pilots by 
the Illinois Department of Aeronautics 
lists the runway as being 5,200 feet long. 
However, he said, that listing includes 
the 200-foot-long turnaround area at the 
northwestern end of the runway. 


SMITH ALSO testified that "load bear- 


ing capacity'1 of a runway is defined as 
meaning the weight per wheel of a plane 
rather than the total weight of the air- 
craft. 


He said he interpreted a special use 


permit restriction on the runway con- 
struction at 60,000 pounds gross weight 
load bearing capacity to mean "60,000 


pounds per wheel." 


On the length of the runway he said, 


"There is a difference between total run- 
way length and the effective usable run- 
way length. The 5,200 feet is the total 
including the turnaround and runup 
area."

Smith testified that because Palatine 


Road borders the runway on the south 
and Hintz Road borders it on the north 
approximately 300 feet at each end of the 
runway is unusable if a pilot is to clear 
the road at an adequate height either on 
landing or takeoff. • 


He noted that turnaround areas like 


the one at the end of the runway a"are 
common to airports that do not have par- 
allel taxiways," like Pal-Waukee. 


JOHNSON TESTIFIED that two of his 


employes at the FAA measured the run- 
way in early 1971 and found it to be 
4,997,8 .feet long, excluding the turn- 
around area.• 


Johnson defined the end of the runway 


as being the "threshold" — a marking 
either by lights or by a white line desig- 
nating the beginning of the area avail- 
able for landing aircraft, ....

heavy manufacturing district zoning. 


The Evamton Fuel and Material Co. is 


proposing a ready-mix cement plant be 
built on the property. 


IN m» the Village of Wheeling and 


residents of the area took Cook County to 
court to overthrow the original rezoning 
of the property. 


Although the village was unsuccessful 


in its suit, a companion suit filed by resi- 
dents of the area did succeed in over- 
turning the rezoning of the property on 
roads. 


the grounds that there was improper pub- 
lic notice of the 1969 hearing. 


The ready-mix and concrete propor- 


tioning plant is proposed for property on 
the west side of Plant Road, 685 feet 
south of Hintz Road. The property is to 
the east of Pal-Waukee Airport and is 
bounded on its western edge by the 
Wheeling Drainage Ditch. A drive-in the- 
ater occupies the land to the east and 
northeast of the proposed plant. 


At the first rezoning hearing the devel- 


opers testified that approximately 50 
trucks per day would enter and leave the 
plant between 7 a.m. and 5:30 p.m. by 
way of Industrial Lane and Milwaukee 
Avenue.

"I -hope that day never comes, but 


these fires keep increasing, " he added. 


Buffalo Grove Fire Chief Wayne Win- 


ter explained: "We know,which, aban- 
doned barns and houses are going to go 
up next, but. we can't station a fireman 
or a policeman &t every abandoned 
building in hopes of catching these kids." 


Chief Winter also explained the fire- 


men would like to bum down the 'hazards 
safely themselves, but the State of Illi- 
nois doesn't allow such burning because 
of pollution laws. 


THERE ARE ALSO orders out to tear 


down many of the old buildings. These 
laws are very seldom enforced. 


What can be done?

Thieves Add To Home Costs 


by STEVE BROWN 


Thefts and burglaries from residential 


construction sites may hike the cost of a 
new home several hundred dollars, ac- 
cording to officials of several large de- 
velopment companies in the area. 


While most officials were hesitant to 


even estimate losses from new home con- 
struction or said the figures were not 
available, some admitted the cost might 
run as high as two hundred dollars a 
unit. They stated that most of this cost is 
passed directly to the purchaser. 


The usually unguarded sites prove to 


be a gold mine for all kinds of thefts 
ranging from a few pieces of lumber or a 
trunktoad of bricks to a truckload of 
dishwashers or a complete furnace. 


Estimates, termed very conservative, 


indicate more than $50,000 in appliances, 
tools and construction equipment were 
reported stolen in the Northwest subur- 
ban area communities last year. 
* 


CONSTRUCTION OFFICIALS 
admit 


the figure may represent only the tip of 
the iceberg. 


"Appliances are usually the first things 


to go," said William Eberhardt, con- 
struction manager for Multicon Proper- 


ties Corp. He explained that most thefts 
do not occur in quantities so insurance 
costs for these losses is prohibitive. 


"Most policies have deductible clauses, 


so the loss of a few appliances would not 
be covered," he stated. 


Eberhardt said security is usually a 


big problem with a building that is still 
under construction. With various trades- 
men coming in and out at all times, it is 
almost impossible to lock the building, he 
said. 


As for the home improvement en- 


thusiast looking to save some money by 
helping himself to construction mate- 
rials, Eberhardt said he wished people 
would ask instead of stealing. Sometimes 
scrap material is available at no cost 
that would take care of the average proj- 
ect. 


BESIDES' THE do-it-yourself

m an E s t a t e s Police Chief John 
O'Connell, said an employe might pick 
up "fishing money'' by saving and sell- 
ing copper clippings used for gas lines in 
new homes. 


O'Connell said patrolling these areas 


can be a major problem. Usually isolated 
by unfinished roads and sidewalks, police 
have to check from the distance until an 
area becomes more accessible, he added. 


O'CONNELL SAID he does not believe 


that developes in the area are working 
close enough with police to cut down on 
the thefts. 


Both O'Conneli and Schaumburg Police 


Chief Martin Conroy agree tihat the best 
situation would be to have a watchman 
on all projects. But they admit this 
might not be financially feasible. 


Conroy suggested burglar alarms on 


all new homes especially furnished mod- 
els. He added that valuable equipment 
and supplies should be kept in secured 
areas during non-work periods. 


Although the cost of special security 


service is usually high and sometimes 
unrewarding, several companies have 
recently taken steps to beef up their pro- 
tection. Levitt, for example, has con- 
tracted with the Schaumburg police for 
extra security patrols for their projects 
there. Using uniformed officers, regular 
patrols are made through the construc- 
tion sites. Levitt provides a vehicle and 
reimburses the village for the salaries 
of the men. The officers work the patrols 
in their off-duty hours. 


"OUR RATE of loss was extemdy high 


in the latter part of 1971,".said Jerry Har- 
ker of Levitt. He explained since the in- 
itiation of the uniformed patrols, thefts 
have been decreasing, 


"These men are doing a fantastic job," 


Harker said. He added that insurance 
and watchman costs are usually prohibi- 
tive, but the size of projects here war- 
ranted the hiring of the special patrols. 
I^evitt has four separate sites under con- 
struction in Schaumburg. 


Harker blames most of Levitt's losses 


on professional thieves. He said the loss 
of many appliances was evidence that 
more than the average home repair en- 
thusiast was at work. 


"When you lose a house full of carpet- 


ing less than 24 hours after it has been 
installed; Jyou can usually be sure that 
this is not the work of the average per- 
son," he said. 


Most developers agreed that the prob-, 


lem will never totally be solved, but said 
they are continually working on ways to 
hold their losses to a minimum.'

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Area-Wide Bike Route Supported 


Representatives of park districts in

Was Park Coup 
For The Best?

When the Rolling Meadows Park Dis- 


trict Commissioners decided it was time 
for a change they wasted no time and 
looked right to the top. 


In less than a month, four of the five 


commissioners pulled off one of the big- 
gest coups in the history of Rolling 
Meadows and managed to get rid of 
Dean Hallerud as director of parks and 
recreation, 
• 


Details of the coup will probably never 


surface since Hallerud, faced with the 
choice of resigning or not being reap- 
pointed as director last Thursday, chose 
to resign. 


With Hallerud out of the way, the 


board apparently thought its problems 
were solved and adopted the philosophy, 
"Anyone has got to be better than Halle- 
rud/1 


Following an executive session Thurs- 


day, which lasted five minutes at most, 
the board unanimously appointed Steve 
Person, superintendent of recreation as 
the new director. 


Person was the logical choice for inter- 


im director since he is familiar with the 
district, But permanent director? At best 
the board is getting a younger and less 
experienced director, who is the protege 
of Hallerud. 


PERSON, 24, has only two years expe- 


rience, in the park district plus some 
summer experience in other districts. 
His experience has all been under Halle- 


rud's directorship. First he worked with 
Hallerud during the summers in the 
Westchester Park District and then he 
joined the Rolling Meadows Park Dis- 
trict staff after graduation from Illinois 
State University. 


i 


After their ''problems" with Hallerud, 


it would seem the board would exercise a 
little caution and not be so quick to re- 
place him — especially since Hallerud 
w i l l r e m a i n as advisor-consultant 
through Aug. 1. 


The park district has a sports complex 


which is the envy of surround big dis- 
tricts, good programs and almost unlim- 
ited potential for development. The fact 
that it is located in a city with a surplus 
of revenue which has seen fit to aid other 
taxing bodies in their quest for additional 
revenue only adds to the park district's 
potential. 


With all this going for the park district, 


it seems there would be little problem 
luring people experienced in park district 
administration to apply for the position 
of director. 


Perhaps after interviewing other can- 


didates the board would still feel Person 
was the best qualified and appoint him 
director. But at least they would have 
looked. 


As elected officials, the park commis- 


sioners have a responsibility to explain 
to residents why they circumvented the 
interviewing process and didn't even look 
to the outside before appointing Person as 
director.

Clearbrook Rental Decision

Witt said the possibility was raised of 


both agencies sharing the facilities, but 
said he did not know if that is a workable 
plan. 


Clearbrook's directors would like to 


use the convent for a community living 
center for about 20 mildly and moder- 
ately retarded adults who would come 
from the area that Clearbrook serves* 


ALTHOUGH IT would be primarily a 


residential facility, it also would provide 


training programs in educational, voca- 
tional and recreational rehabilitation. 
The residence would ,be supervised by a 
full-time staff of "house parents" and as- 
sistants. 


Clearbrook has already been granted 


state funds to maintain such a facility, 
and is now awaiting word on a federal 
"start-up" grant that will cover initial 
expenses for starting the center. 


The Illinois Governor's Advisory Coun- 


cil on Developmental Disabilities is sup- 
posed to approve or deny Clearbrook's 
request for $32,000 in federal funds be- 
fore June 7. 


The governor's council allocates feder- 


al health, education and welfare funds 
available under the Developmental Dis- 
abiities Act. A decision on Clearbrook's 
request was to have been made in April 
but was postponed. 


When Witt revealed the plans for the 


adult center in March, he said these 
hinged on the ability of Clearbrook to ob- 
tain the federal money. 


But yesterday he said Clearbrook is ex- 


ploring other means of financing the in- 
itial operating costs of such a center and 
is also looking for alternate sites if the 
convent is unavailable. 


He would not elaborate on the details 


of these explorations.

The future developer of the Howie-In- 


The-Hills property in Hoffman Estates, 
may be made public at 2 p.m. today 
when attorneys representing a federal 
receivership report on the bids, of pros- 
pective purchasers.

The land is tied up in a number of suits

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Parks Beef-Up 
Security Due To 
Theft, Vandals 


Added security measures will be taken 


at two Mount Prospect park facilities in 
the wake of an outbreak of vanalism and 
thefts over.ihe holiday weekend. 


Three incidents at the Lions Park 


Community Center and one at the Mount 
Prospect Country Club, 600 Jjee-Gwun 
Avc. involving broken windows and sto- 
len equipment has been estimated to cost 
over $3,000 by Paul Caldwell, assistant 
director of the park district. 


The worst of the incidents occurred 


sometime Monday night when the win- 
dows in a glass door on the west side of 
the center were smashed and the building 
was entered, A tape recorder, a cordless 
loudspeaker, two radio communication 
units, and seven stop watches along with 
a 35 mm camera, two radio speakers and 
a turntable were stolen. 


A set of keys wns also taken and used 


to gain entry into the country club where 
a radio and a microphone were taken 
early yesterday morning. 


ANOTHER INCIDENT happened late

Over Weekend 


Four cases of vandalism, besides the 


ones at the Mount Prospect Park District 
facilities, were reported to Mount Pros- 
pect police over the Memorial Day 
weweekend. 


Windows were broken at River Trails 


Junior High School, 1000 N. Wolf Rd., 
and Feehanville School, Kensington and 
Wolf roads, where bricks were thuown 
through two windows. 


The other two incidents were a BB shot 


breaking's window at 209 N. Forest Ave., 
and a smashed gas light at 18lO,Oneida 
Ln. 


This was the third weekend for the po- 


1 i c e department's "Operation Van- 
dalism." It was used on Friday night 
only, however. Police officials believe 
their added task force cars have cut 
down on vandalism though they are un- 
sure to what degree. 


Police Chief Bert Gitldens said the 


weekend task force will operate at least 
"until the end^of school.'* Then the pro- 
gram will be evaluated. 


Qiddens said that in April, there were 


164 cases of vandalism with 52 of these 
occurring in the same area. ""We have to 
do something." he said, and the task 
force has become his prime weapon 
against vandalism. 


Six persons were arrested by task 


force members for curfew violations Fri- 
day night. It is illegal for youths under 18 
years of age to be out after midnight. 
The reaction of parents whose children 
have been arrested for curfew violations 
has been good, according to Giddens. 


In three weeks, task force members 


have now made 40 arrests. Thirty youths 
have been charged with curfew viola- 
tions.

Friday night when a glass door on the 
west side of the center was smashed and 
about $10 in change was taken from a 
vending machine. 


"Apparently, the person who did it cut 


himself because there were a few small 
blood stains on it," said Caldwell. "It 
couldn't have been anything serious 
though." 


The other incident occurred Monday 


between noon and 2 p.m. when a brick 
was thrown through CaldwelTs office 
window on the southwest side of the cen- 
ter. "This was probably not a break-in 
attempt because the hole made by the 
brick was too small for anyone to enter 
the office."

Caldwell said he found his office com' 


pletely ransacked from Tuesday morn- 
ing's robbery. "Every drawer in my 
desk had been opened and overturned. 
Books pulled from the shelves were 
strewn all over the floor, and obscenities 
were written on the walls." 


THE FACT THAT most of the stolen 


arti'cles consisted of musical equipment 
such as radios, speakers, and a turn 
table led Caldwell to believe that it was 
probably teenagers who were responsible 
for the damage, and the thefts. 


Neither the two park district security 


employes on duty at the time nor Moint 
Prospect Police saw any of the van- 
dalism taking place and have no leads at 
this time.

Police officials haVe said that the park 


district should designate an hour at 
which youths must be out of the parks 
which would facilitate policing them. 


Security measures will be stepped up 


for an indefinite period according to Cald- 
well who added that the locks will be 
changed on the center's wanning shelter 
and storage room. These rooms are 
opened with the keys which were stolen 
Monday night. 


Caldwell who has been with the park 


district for three years said "these are 
the worst acts of vandalism and stealing 
I've seen since I've been here."

Last 
year she and her partner, Garrett Hop- 
kins of Des Plaines, won a first place 
trophy in mixed duets in international 
aquatic art competition. 


Mrs. Glinka and Hopkins will present 


the number that won them top honors as 
well as help conduct a workshop on mix- 
ed duets at the symposium sponsored by 
the International Academy of Aquatic 
'Art from June 14. 


"Aquatic art is a more creative form 


of swimming, than water ballet or syn- 
chronized swimming," she said, "It 
takes a strong swimmer but speed is not 
important."

"I STARTED aquatic art at Wright Ju- 


nior College in Chicago in 1955, and I 


have been doing it ever since between 
children," the petite mother of five said, 
v She said she practiced for 10 years be- 
fore entering the mixed duet competition 
which won her a total of four -first-place 
trophies from the International Academy 
of Aquatic Art. After she won her third 
first place .trophy in 1970, she was 
awarded a lifetime membership in the 
Swimming Hall of Fame in Fort Lauder- 
dalej Fla., where five pictures of her 
swimming talents are on permanent dis-

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play. 


Mrs. Glinka said it takes about a year 


to perfect the three or four-minute rou- 
tines that have won her international 
honors^ "I make up all of my own rou- 
tines and originality is important. I guess 
a person needs to be a little far out to 
come up with the winning ideas."

number entitled, "The Sheik," a comic 
take-on on an old Rudolph Valentino 
movie.

Amid protests of rising tax rates, the 


Arlington Heights Park Board last night 
discussed more than $45,000 worth of 
park improvements to be included in the 
upcoming referendum. 


Before finalizing the proposed improve- 


ments, the commissioners decided to 
tour the parks Saturday to have a better 
idea of what is currently at the sites and 
what needs to be done. 


According to Mrs. Vincent A. Cunning* 


barn, who represented the St. James 
Women's Guild at the meeting, the park 
district plans are too "grandiose'1 for the 
current economic climate. 


"I want to be able to retire here; I 


don't want to be pushed out by ever-in- 
creasing taxes/' Mrs. Cunningham said. 
"And every little bit counts/' 


IF THE REFERENDUM, which in- 


cludes an indoor ice facility as well as 
improvements at neighborhood parks, 
passes, it will add about $5 per $10,000 
assessed valuation to the tax bill of park 
district residents, The tax rate of the 
park district would rise from .365 to .431. 


"Since 1969, our tax rate has been 


dropping/' said Lloyd Meyer, park board 
commissioner. "Even if the referendum 
passes, the tax rate would start down- 
ward again the next year/1 


In 1969, the park district tax rate was 


.442. 


"The 
board wants to provide the most 


facilities for the least amount of tax dol- 
lars/' Atty, Charles Bobinette said, "In 
fact the board resolved last week to 
pledge the profits from the ice rink to 
abate taxes that will arise from the is- 
suance of the general obligation bonds/1 


The problem of passing a referendum 


was also discussed at the meeting. The 
referendum will cost the district an esti- 
mated $2,500, 


ACCORDING TO a survey by market- 


ing expert Carl Larson, which was taken 
last fall, "it is doubtful if a referendum 
would pass for anything at this time/' 
Another survey sited was one compiled 
by the Arlington Heights Jaycees, which 
stated that 54 per cent of the park- dis- 
trict residents would vote for a referen- 
dum to build an indoor ice facility. 


"There is a risk involved in this referen- 
dum/' said Robert Clark, chairman of 
the citizens ice facility committee. "But 
there definitely is a demand for the facil- 
ity t and the referendum can be passed if 
the people are properly informed/'

"If no bonds are issued for the project, 


you shall be under no obligation to us for 
such fee ($4,000,)" according to the Voss 
proposal. 


"The essential service that the board is 


buying here is the sale of the bonds," 
said Charles Bobinette, park district at- 
torney. 


Last week, the park district resolved to 


set) about $600,000 worth of revenue 
bonds to finance the six-court facility to 
be built adjacent to Forest View High 
School, Goebbert and Falcon in south Ar- 
lington Heights. 


ACCORDING TO the most recent cost 


estimates, the estimated construction 
cost will be $575,000, the architect's fees 
will be about $48,875, the financial con- 
sultant will cost $5,000, attorney fees will 
be $5,000, surveys and soil tests will cost 
$1,000, and miscellaneous expenses will 
total $1,000. Therefore, the grand total of 
the project is now expected to amount to 
$635,875. 


The total cost would be about $5,000 


less if the architect fees for the facility 
ware combined with architect fees for a 
proposed indoor ice skating facility and 
other park district improvements to be 
made if a referendum passes.

of Sept. 9. 


Residents from Arlington Heights and 


Rolling Meadows are expected to attend 
the public hearing and to express their 
feelings on the running of a second Yam- 
aha Gold Cup motorcycle race at the 
track. 


The Rolling Meadows City Council 


voted last Tuesday to oppose the race 
and a council representative is expected 
to outline the city's objections at 
tonight's hearing. 


Tom Rivera, public relations director 


for Arlington Park, said he hopes area 
residents who favor a second motorcycle 
race will also be in attendance. 


LAST YEAR'S Yamaha Gold Cup at- 


tracted over 21,000 spectators to Arling- 
ton Park, a record crowd for such a mo- 
torcycle race in Illinois. 


But it also drew a number of protests 


from neighboring residents who objected 
to the noise and dust generated by the 
racing cycles as well as the glare from 
lights used to illuminate the track. 


Arlington Heights and Rolling Mead- 


ows police departments reported receiv-

Discount 
Capital Here?

The Arlington Heights shopper looking 


for a quality department store in which 
to spend his money today has only one 
choke — to get out of town. 


Drawn like iron filings toward the two 


giant merchandising magnets, Randhurst 
and Woodfield, Arlington Heights shop- 
pers who want to stay in Arlington 
Heights must either content themselves 
with visiting the one-item stores down- 
town or turn to their local discount store. 


Tonight the Arlington Heights Plan 


Commission will begin hearings on plans 
for a fifth major discount department 
store within the village — a Venture 
store, proposed for the southeast corner 
of Golf and Algonquin roads. 


In a community where 83.5 per cent of 


the residents have a household income of 
more than $12,000 a year (20 per cent 
more than $25,000 a year), the logic of 
using Arlington Heights as a discount 
store capital for the Northwest suburbs 
seems at first difficult to understand. 


BtT CONSIDER some of the economic 


benefits of an Arlington Heights location 
that transcend the characteristics of the 
local population. 


By locating along Algonquin Road be- 


tween Arlington Heights Road and Rte. 
S3, K-Mart, Penney's discount store In 
Roiling Meadows and, if approved, Ven- 
ture, have the obvious benefits of tollway 
access. 


"Just off the Northwest Tollway" puts 


a store within an easy half-hour drive for 
hundreds of thousands of shoppers. 


Similarly, a Rand Road or even a 


Northwest Highway address also guaran- 
tees a high traffic flow. 


Arlington Heights also is probably the 


most recognizable name of the North- 
west suburbs among non-area residents, 
another advertising plus. 


And despite the usual protest of devel- 


opers, the demands of village land- 
scaping, building, parking, lighting and 
sign regulations ultimately make for a 
better-looking store in the eyes of most 
shoppers. And a store that's pleasant to 
shop in stands a better chance of making 
a bigger buck than a store whose appear- 
ance drives people away. 


THE POINT Is that building another 


discount store in Arlington Heights, par- 
ticularly along Algonquin Road, may 
benefit* the store more than the village's 
residents. 


Obviously the village government will 


get additional sales tax dollars from ev- 
ery new store built here. But it can find 
tax dollars in many other kinds of retail 
developments. 


It will, providing it does not go bank- 


rupt, increase the assessed valuation of 
the village which may help single family 
homeowners in their battle against rising 
property taxes. 


But the proposed site now is zoned in- 


dustrial and a light manufacturing plant 
would also fatten the tax base. 


It is an indisputable fact that people do 


shop at discount stores. They are an in- 
tegral part of today's commercial land- 
scape. For countless household items 
they are the cheapest and most con- 
venient places to shop. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS residents al- 


ready have the opportunity to shop at 
many different discount stores through- 
out the area and it would be hard to 
imagine a case where anyone would have 
to go much out of his way to find one. 


But like a gas station on every corner, 


or low-income housing in every neighbor- 
hood, a city can get too much of a good 
thing. 


Arlington .Heights has already met 


whatever obligation it may have had to 
its discount-store-shopping residents.

Books, the library has a limited number 
of the records on hand, which are also 
available upon request. Most of the Talk- 
ing Books on hand are fiction. The li- 
brary has access to the Chicago regional 
foldings of Talking Books as well. 


"At the present time, about 35 resi- 


dents of Arlington Heights have Talking 
Machines in their possession," said Lar- 
son. '"Most of them applied for the ma- 
chines through the Chicago Public Li- 
brary System, however." 


LARSON SAID that since the appli- 


cations have been available locally, only 
two people have applied. The local pro- 
gram has been in operation for about one 
month. 


Other services for the blind and par- 


tially sighted at the library include mag- 
nifiers, for library use only, and large- 
type books. 


"At the present time we have about 100 


large-type books in several different cat- 
egories," Larson said. The large-type 
books can be checked out by anyone.

. Halter added, "Negotiations being open 
to the public has its good -and its bad 
points. It's really like six of one and half 
dozen of the other." 


Board spokesmen take r more vivid 


stands when discussing the open talks. 


Henry Vallely, Dist. 23 spokesman and 


attorney for the district said, "I don't 
think we accomplish anything with open 
negotiations. It's harder toj compromise 
in public." 


John Barger, Dist. 21 spokesman and 


assistant superintendent in the district, 
said, "It. really doesn't matter that the 
talks are open. We have nothing to hide 
at the bargaining table and it gives resi- 
dents of the district a clearer picture of 
what's going on." 


Barger added, "I don't think anything 


would be different if the talks were clos- 
ed. We'd still be bargaining the same 
item." 


HALTER AGREED with Barger's 


comments. He added, "If anyone has 
been hurt by these open talks it has been 
the board in Dist.

Admit Talking 
With Middleton

Des Plaines, it could be said, is an 


easy place to get to, but not through. 
Two interstate tollways, three railroad 
lines and 12 major' state and county high- 
ways converge on or criss-cross the city, 
whose position as a transportation hub in 
the growing Northwest suburban area 
has been an economic blessing. 
. 


The price has been congestion, both for 


residents who try to do their shopping 
locally and for commuters who drive 
through the city on their way to work. 
Snarled traffic patterns have been espe- 
cially damaging to the accessibility and 
attractiveness of downtown Des Plaines, 
contributing to its gradual decline as a 
retail center. 


The proposed comprehensive plan for 


the city, intended to guide development 
here until 1990, builds on a number of 
past traffic and transportation studies in 
recommending changes that would ease 
present 
congestion 
and 
accomodate 


growing traffic volumes in the future. 


Foremost among the plan's proposals 


are measures to ease the crush of 
through traffic in the downtown area, in- 
cluding a railroad grade separation for 
the Chicago and North Western Rwy, at 
River Road, connection of Thacker and 
Dempster streets over the Des Plaines 
River and a north-south bypass roughly 
parallel to the Soo Line. 


THE PLAN recommends additional ac- 


cess ramps at Oakton Street for the Tri- 
State Tollway and at either Wolf or 
Mount Prospect roads for the Northwest 
Tollway; widening of several major 
streets; improvement or realignment of 
several intersections; emphasis on off- 
street parking; and special measures to 


keep motorists from leaving crowded 
major highways and using smaller col- 
lector streets as bypasses. 
• Citing the need for integrated mass 
transit facilities, the plan also urges 
creation of a transportation center as 
partsOf the proposed downtown redevel- 
opment program. "Such a facility would 
include provisions for rapid transit con- 
nection to O'Hare Airport and also links 
to existing transportation systems," the 
plan says. 


Proposed locations of the center are 


the downtown area or, to take advantage 
of possible use of the Soo Line right-of- 
way for an airport transit, the inter- 
section of the Soo Line and the C&NW 
along Northwest Highway west of down- 
town. 


"The nucleus of the Des Plaines thor- 


oughfare system is excellent and can be 
used as the basis- for overcoming present 
congestion problems while building for 
future increased loadings,'' the plan 
says.

"The city does not face any unique 


transportation or thoroughfare problems 
In comparison to, any community in the 
Chicago metropolitan area. In fact, it has 
a great strength in its proximity to the 
tollways and by virture of the excellent 
commuter service offered by the Chicago 
and North Western Rwy.," says the plan. 


IN ADDITION to the C&NW main com- 


muter line and the north-south single- 
track Soo Line, the city is also bisected 
by the Q&NW's outerbelt freight line. In 
all, those railroads cut Des Plaines into

tight slices, aggravating traffic problems 
whenever they cross a major roadway at 
grade level. 


"Thess railroads are serious imped- 


iments, in some cases, to the flow of ve- 


hicular traffic throughout the city;" the 
plan says. "This is particularly true of 
the west section of the city where the 
(outbelt) intersects Touhy Avenge, Oak- 
ton Street, Algonquin Road,'.' Thacker 
Street and Wolf Road."

"The Soo Line has six at-grade cross- 


ings in the city limits: Traffic moving in 
an east-west direction must contend with 
(them.) Considerable delays have t^een 
experienced, particularly at Algonquin 
Road," the plan says.

It recommends a program of grade 


separations, both for the west side rail 
crossings and for. the central business 
district. Extensive planning has already 
been done for the River Road crossing at 
Miner and the C&NW. City officials hope 
to make use of federal funds to build it.

Specifically, 
it urges widening Algonquin between Lee 
Street and Fifth Avenue as well as Oak- 
ton Street west of Lee, a project which 
was started last year.

East of Lee on Oakton, a problem re- 


lated to street parking has developed in 
recent years, the plan says. 


"In no other area of the city is 6n- 


street parking as serious a matter as it 
is on Oakton Street between River Road 
and Bittersweet Court. Not only is this a 
hazard to a person who is leaving or en- 


estion 


tering a car, but also to drivers wishing 
to turn left, since there is a total stop- 
page of traffic flow when vehicles are 
parked in the curb lane," says the plan. 


• IT URGES parking restrictions in rush 
hours, saying that "without adequate off- 
street parking in .these areas', serious 
t r a f f i c problems and hazards are 
created, particularly when people are 
- opening car doors directly into a lane of 
traffic." 


The plan, while noting that ridership 


on United Motor Coach Co. routes has 
fallen steadily, says the "city's trans- 
portation network must provide for those 
who are without an automobile, but still 
wish to travel Within an urban area. This 
need is felt particularly by the elderly, 
those who do not drive or by those who 
do not own a car."

In a report released yesterday, the zon- 


ing board, in a 4-2 vote, recommended a 
favorable council vtte June 5 on a pro- 
posed zoning ordinance' amendment 
drawn to make construction of smaller 
apartment buildings more expensive. 


Although the plan commission last 


week had reported the amendments 
might be unfair and could discourage 
downtown development, the zoning board 
said the evidence gathered at a public 
hearing "was convincing of the public 
need and general desirability of approv- 
ing these amendments." 


THE AMENDMENTS were proposed 


at city council request after the council 
determined that the city's 4-year-old R-5 
zoniflg, in the noar downtown area, had 
backfired. Instead of encouraging high- 


rise apartments, about 50 smaller apart- 
ment buildings have been constructed. 


The five-member plan 
commission 


voted unanimously last week against the 
proposed amendment, accusing the coun- 
cil of legislating by "trial and error." 
The commission urged more study. 


Albert Gundelach, zoning board secre- 


tary, told the Herald yesterday the ma- 
jority of board members felt the pro- 
posed amendments could encourage high-

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Suit May Delay Unit 


A suit contesting the state school 


formula may delay a study of the unit 
district organization proposed by Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 50. 


The Dist. 59 School Board voted in 


April to conduct a feasibility study on 
forming a unit district with grades kin- 
dergarten through 12. All of the districts 
in the Northwest suburban area are dual 
d i s t r i c t s with grades; kindergarten 
through 8 or grades 9 through 12. 


Before launching the study, the Dist. 59 


School Board invited representatives of 
other districts in the High School Dist. 
214 attendance area to a dinner meeting 
Thursday. The meeting was attended by 
members of the school boards in Dist. 
2i4. Mount Prospect Dist. 57 and River 
Trails Dist. 26. 


The board members discussed the pros 


and cons of consolidating into one or sev- 
eral unit districts, but took no action. 


REPRESENTATIVES of all three dis- 


tricts told Harry Peterson, president of 
the Dist. 5D School Board, they would 
like to wait for a court ruling on the 
state aid formula before taking a stand 
on reorganization. 


The Edward Hothchlld family of the 


North Shore and High School Dist. 113 
filed a suit last December charging the 
state aid formula is discriminatory and 
unconstitutional because it favors unit 
districts over dual districts. 


State School Supt. Michael Bakalls, 


backed by approximately 100 unit dis- 
tricts, is acting as defendant in the case. 
Approximately 360 dual districts have 
joined the plaintiffs, including districts 
15. 25. 62, 207, 211 and 214. 


The suit is set for trial in late July, 


however Judge James Parsons indicated 
he would not make a ruling until after a 
special study of the organization and fi- 
nance of public school is completed. The 
study is slated for completion by Nov. 30, 
1D72. 


Peterson said Dist. 59 does not plan to 


rush its study and may wait until July

The summer school program is not de- 


signed for make-up credit alone, Burk 
said. It will be geared to permit students 
to pursue courses which they may not 
have time to study during the regular 
school year and to allow for acceleration, 
leisure-time interests, and the devel- 
opment of special skills and talents.

tion office is open from 7:50 a.m. until 
4:20 p.m.. Monday through Friday. Addi- 
tional information about course offerings, 
credits, fees, time schedules and room 
assignments can be obtained by calling 
Maine West at 827-6176.

for development in the Rothchild suit. He 
also told the other board members Dist. 
59 has no intention of taking any action 
that would be detrimental to neighboring 
districts. 


DIST. 59 officials have not mentioned 


specific boundaries however they .are 
considering a unit composed of the dis- 
trict elementary schools along with the 
Dist. 214 Elk Grove and Forest View 
high schools. 


Representatives from the neighboring 


districts expressed concern that such a 
district would contain about 38 per cent 
of the assessed valuation of Dist. 214, but 
only 5 per cent of the students. 


A "super district" including Dist. 214 


and its six underlying elementary dis- 
tricts was another possibility discussed 
at the meeting. Ray Erickson, president 
of the Dist. 214 board, said he opposed 
splitting up the high school district. How- 
ever, Bob Navy, president of the Dist. 57 
board, said he was concerned about los- 
ing local autonomy with a massive unit 
district. 


The board members also disagreed 


about .the advantages of unit district or- 
ganization: Financial savings was men- 
tioned by Novy as the major benefit.But, 
according to Clarke Robinson, president 
of the Dist. 26 board, state aid disparity 


will not continue much longer and should 
therefore be discounted as a prime con- 
sideration. He said he was more inter- 
ested in advantages such as better use of 
administrators'time. 


In addition to possible advantages, the 


board members discussed the dis- 
advantages of reorganization. Erickson 
cited attendance boundaries and district 
debt as two major obstacles to district 
consolidation. 


The ramifications of district reorgani- 


zation also will be reviewed in a study 
conducted by 
1 the Northwest Education 
w 
, 
Cooperative, composed of nine local dis- 
tricts.

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Nothing Would Go 
Resulted In Another State

AI Carstens has won three state cham- 


pionships and 10 conference titles as 
baseball coach at Maine High and Maine 
West. 


In each of those years, his many 


strategic moves — most of which have 
worked wonders — have amazed base- 
ball fans and opponents. 


In 1963, however. Carstens master- 


minded Maine West to the state baseball 
championship with coaching that some 
have called the best ever in Illinois. 


"Coaching moves arc relative," Car- 


stens is among the first to say. "If the 
move works, you're a genius. If it 
doesn't, you've made a bad move. 


"In 1963. every move went right. Ev- 


ery change I made worked out right for 
us. It was phenomenal, really. For some 
reason, nothing Would go wrong." 


The Warriors had a good hitting team, 


but not as good as the scores indicated. 
In 12 games, the Warriors scored eight 
or more runs. Yet, Maine West had just 
five hitters who batted over .300. Steal- 
ing, bunting, the hit-and-run and forcing 
opponents into errors brought in a num- 
ber of the Warrior runs. 


Maine West had good pitching that 


year, but it was Carstens' handling of his 
pitchers which took the Warriors all the 


way to the state crown. 


In 1958 and 1959, Carstens had two or 


three top notch pitchers to rely on in any 
situation. In 1963, Carstens had one top 
notch hurler and three good ones. By in- 
terchanging all of them from game-to- 
game, or within a game, Carstens got 
the most out of his staff. 


And, as usual, the Warriors were a sol- 


id defensive club. 


The 1963 season opened in fine fashion 


with a 13-2 clubbing of Oak Park. After 
falling to Evanston 4-1, the Warriors 
downed Forest View 8-1, Glenbrook 
North 3-0 and 8-0, Deerfield 9-0, Prospect 
14-7 and 10-8 and Forest View 4-3. 


The Warriors strung together three 


straight shutouts with Art 'Allen, who 
would have an 11-1 record for the season, 
throwing a no-hitter in the first Glen- 
brook North game, Jim Dehlin throwing 
the second whitewash and Ed Schwanke 
hurling the shutout over Deerfield. 


The fourth pitcher was Bob Pawiowski 


and he had an important role in the title 
year. 


East Leyden snapped the Warrior win 


streak at seven games with a 4-2 
triumph, but Maine West came back with 
a 7-0 win over East Leyden, 8-0 over 
Deerfield and 8-2 over Niles West. Niles 
West won the second game of a twinhill 
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Bob Lang talks about a "dropoff" the 


way Julia Child talks abut her chopping 
board, in fact the similarity between 
Lang the fishing expert and Child the 
French chef continues in other fields. 
Each speaks a language the inexpert can 
understand and learn from. And they 
both have nothing but disdain for mal- 
practice in their respective crafts. 


Lang has finally found a way to do 


what most good anglers dream some day 
of doing . . , finding a way to make a 
living in the business of fishing. 


Bob Lang actually joined the ranks of 


the unemployed, a craft union to which 
most writers also aspire some three 
years ago when he began building and 
selling the now-famous and still-produc- 
tive Raider single-spin bass lure. 


The business eventually outgrew the 


kitchen of his Ingleside home and today 
it is housed in different quarters on the 
shore of Lake Marie, where Lang has 
established the Bob Lang Fishing Center. 


It's called n Fishing Center instead of 


a "resort" perhaps partly because it is 
strictly for fishing and fishermen, Tf your 
party wants to picnic or water ski, per- 
haps you would be more comfortable, 
and certainly more welcome in other 
quarters . . . like nest door to the Fish- 
ing Center, for example at the Shady 
Nook. 


F i s h e r m e n apparently approve of 


Lang's philosophy* for they have made 
his Fishing Center an unofficial "head- 
quarters" since its opening this spring. 
Part of the reason for this is the fact 
that Lang's team entry in the recent 
Sport Fishing Unlimited Tournament in 
early May finished several lengths in 
front of the second place team to draw 
the Si.OOO first prize. 


Since Lang's team consisted of him- 


self, plus experts Harold Smiley, Joe 
Wascow >and Gene Wasserberg, visiting 
fishermen are thinking in the right direc- 
tion when they hang around Lang's for 
fish information . . . because Wascow, 
Smiley, and Wasserberg also hang 
around the place. 


The fishing Center has the things that 


are important to the fisherman, of 
course, boat rentals ($3,75 per day ofr 
Starcraft 
14-footersh 
motor rentals, 


lures, fishing tackle, live bait and good 
food. And it also has the idea that the 
more you can teach your fisherman cus- 
tomer, the more often he'll return and 
become a better customer. 


In short, al the Fishing Center, the 


word is o u t . . . it is never a secret where 
the fish are. or what they are doing; nor 
is what other fishermen are doing to 
catch fish sacred information. Lang, his 
wife and offspring who help operate the 
placef arc real 'Moose lips" when it 
comes to fishing information. 


For example, Lang quotes: In Lake 


Marie (where the Fishing Center iij lo- 
cated), and in Channel and Catherine in 
the adjacent Chain of Lakes, the large 
mouth bass are just finishing up on the 
spawning beds and will be moving back 
Into the deeper water in the coming 
week. Meanwhile, bass fishermen should 
be working the shorelines with small 
Raider spinner lures, plastic worms and 
live nite crawlers. 


In a week or so, the bass will be mov- 


ing back out to the drop-offs in 5 to 8 feet 
of water where you will be casting the 
same lures, except fishing them deeper 
,.. once you locate the drop-offs. 


Crappies In the Chain of Lakes are still 


biting, their favorite seems to be the 
"Yummie" jig, dressed with a minnow. 


The difference between the boats that 
are catching crappies and the ones that 
are simply minding bobbers is this: 
Make sure the minnow is lively and keep 
him active by twitching the bobber, let 
the water calm as the hook swings, and 
then twitch it again. You won't get many 
fish just starting -at the bobber. Weed 
worms on the tiny "Yummie" jig are 
also working well. 


The crappies, like the bass, will likely 


be moving out to deeper, six to eight foot 


,;' waters, in a week or so and will be a 


little more difficult to catch. 


The bluegills are moving into the 


shorelines, and as always, they are a 
sucke* for a redworm. Just as it is with 
crappies, fish the hook about 18 to 24 
inches below the bobber and keep it ac- 
tive. And use a light three or four pound 
.leader. 


Northern Pike in the Chain of Lakes 


are just starting to pick up. The first an- 
glers to find them consistently have been 
the Spoonpluggers, trolling the number 
250 Spoonplug at five to seven feet, just 
ticking the underwater humps. Spoon- 
plugs are best in the green, yellow or 
plain yellow. (Copper on cloudy days.) 


Striper fishing is a little slow, and 


walleyes are spotty, but big when taken. 
Lang reported seeing three five pound 
walleyes this week alone -and all fehree 
were taken on a trolled Lindy Rig with a 
live nite crawler in less than three feet of 
water (I don't know what they are doing 
there either, but they're there.) 


The bad news of the Chain, of course, 


is that the carp are heavy in the shallows 
now and stirring up the beds. 


Night fishing is starting to pick up on 


the Chain of Lakes, Lang also said, with 
fishermen scoring heavily with bull- 
heads, pretty fair on catfish and "just 
starting" on crappies. 


The best advice for night fishermen, 


said Lang, is for them to keep the lure 
active, splashing it occasionally. And, of 
course, a lantern always helps. 


Lang's Fishing Center is open from 


dawn to dark during the week and is 
open from Friday mornings around the 
clock, 24 hours a day, over the weekends 
and holidays. 


Another innovation of the Bob Lang 


Fishing Center is the combination guide 
service and instruction trips. Lang said: 
"We take our customers on a one day 
fishing trip, but we aren't simply guides 
who take them to -a 'hot-spot. We explain 
exactly what we're doing, where we're 
going and why. Our hope is that after 
one day in the Fleet Headquarters guide 
boat, the customer can catch fish strictly 
on his own, merely checking with us 
once in a while to find out what the latest 
information is." 


Lang also reported that Spooning ex- 


pert Terry O'Malley is available at the 
Fishing Center for Spoonplug structure 
fishing trips. 


Information on what's happening is 


free anytime and you simply pick up the 
phone and dial 395-0112. Or drop by for 
firsthand information and supplies. 


You reach Bob Lang's Fishing Center 


by driving on route 173 west of Antioch 
two miles . . . turn left (south) at Locust 
Avenue and follow the signs to the lake 
front. If you're on the Chain in a boat, 
the Fishing Center is on Lake Marie in 
the northwest corner, with easy access to 
the entire Chain. 


The Fishing Center also has a concrete 


boat ramp providing a deep water 
launch.

Before getting into district play, the 


Warriors downed Morton West 6-3, and 
Glenbrook North 5-1. 


The Warriors opened district action 


with a 9-5 win over Glenbrook North as 
they parlayed four hits into the nine 
runs. Allen was the winning pitcher. 


Maine West won the district title by 


clubbing Deerfield 13-3 with Dehlin get- 
ting the win. The Warriors had 11 hits in 
that contest and second baseman Warren 
Baird, who hit .340 for the season,' drove 
in four runs, 


Maine West's other .300-plus hitters 


that year were first baseman Dave Ae- 
gerter, shortstop Dan Humay, leftfielder 
AI Waters and catcher John Gabbert. 
Humay, the brother of Jim Humay, who 
helped latched Maine to state titles in 
1958 and 1959, was in his fourth season as 
+ 
a regular shortstop. 


In the opening game of the Waukegan 


Regional, Allen, with relief help from 
Pawiowski, edged Prospect 4-3. The 
Warriors won the regional crown by 
beating Waukegan 6-5, the winning run 
coming in the seventh inning. 


In the Rockford East Sectional, Allen 


blanked Crystal Lake on two hits in a 1-0 
victory. The only run was scored in the 
first inning. The Warriors advanced to 
the state tournament in Peoria as Deh- 
lin, Pawiowski and Allen combined to 
thwart Rockford Boylan 2-1. 


The Warriors took a 20-3 record to Peo- 


ria and faced Peoria Central, which was 
16-12 at the time, in the opener. 


Allen yielded only two hits to the Lions 


as the Warriors posted a 3-1 win. Maine 
West scored in the first inning on a triple 
by Gary Kraft and a sacrifice fly by 
Baird. In the third, Kraft was hit by a 
pitch, went to third on a single by Hu- 
may and scored on a passed ball. John 
Gabbert scored the insurance run in the 
fourth. 


As evidence of Carstens' strategy 


ploys, the winning run in the state semi- 
final game against Danville was driven 
in by Mike Neese — a sophomore pinch 
hitter! 


The Warriors took a 2-0 lead in the 
* 
first inning as Kraft walked and scored 
on a single by Humay. Humay stole sec- 
ond and stole third and scored on a field- 
er's choice. 


Danville, which had a 22-4 record, took 


a 3-2 lead in the third inning against Deh- 
lin. Maine West came back to tie the 
score hi the fourth, but Danville went 
ahead 4-3 in the fifth. 


The Warriors seemed to have the game 


sewed up in the sixth as they took a 7-4 
lead with a double by Waters, a triple by 
Allen and a single by Gabbert being the 
big blows. 


Danville came back with three runs in 


the bottom of the sixth, however, to tie 
the count at 7-7. 


After a scoreless seventh inning, the 


Warriors went to work in the eighth. 


After one out, Gene Ciezadlo singled 


and stole second. Neese batted as a 
pinch hitter and belted a booming triple 
to score Ciezadlo. A sacrifice fly by 
Kraft scored Neese and the Warriors had 
a 9-7 lead.
